JAPAN. 


YOKOHAMA. 

The P. and O. mail of 26th April arrived out on the 15th 
June, with telegrams to the 14th May from London. Dates 
are now up to the 27th June. The intelligence is very un- 
important. 

A mixed Court had been established which, however, seemed 
to give avything but satisfaction to foreign officials or mer- 
chants. 

The visit of the Ministers to Osaka has been almost for- 
gotten ; but beautiful as was the gloss on everything when 
they were there, and smooth as seemed the surface of the 
lately troubled waters of Japanese affairs, there seems to have 
arisen a véry universally felt apprehefision in the minds of the 
trading classes around us that the result of the visit will be, 
not opening of the ports, but a very determined and even 
armed opposition to the Shiogoon, unless that Prince permits, 
at all events, the large Daimios on the seaboard to open their 
ports and to trade with foreigners. 

The Japan Times says :— 

Politically, commercially, and socially, we have had a very 
quiet fortnight. In our last we gave considerable details of 
the state of affairs at Osaka, where a combination of powerful 
Daimios has placed itself in direct opposition to the Shiogoon. 
We have received no fresh intelligence thence, but letters from 
Nagasaki confirm the news we have already made public. The 
Shiogoon still remains at Osaka, and, in the present unsatis- 
factory state of politics, it is hardly likely that he will be able 
to visit his own capital for some time to come. 

The French have requested the-interference of the Shiogoon 
in the Corean difficulty and a Japanese embassy to Corea is in 
course of preparatiou. This method of settling the existing 
dispute is by far the best, if its success be possible ; France can 
better afford to let a nation of savages rejoice in the belief that 
they have beaten her than, in the present state of European 
politics, to despatch an expeditionary force, which would neces- 
sarily have to be of considerable magnitude, to a distant field 
of action, where nothing is to be gained by success and every- 
thing to be lost by failure. 
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If we except certain disasters in our small commercial world, 
of which we cannot with propricty yet give any details, the 
subjects most ceeupying cur attention during the fortnight have 
been—an attem:t toc. .blish a Japanese Court in the British 
Consulate, the Afelina case, and the alleged rapidly degenerating 
sanitary condition of the settlement, which has compelled a re- 
consideration of our municipal arrangements. The case of 
Messrs. Wilkin and Robison v. Matsukiya is one of such vital 
importance to all shippers of goods to Japan, that we have de- 
voted our leading columns entirely to its consideration— 
giving, in the first article, a history of the case and 
showing the utter absurdity and injustice of the native 
judge’s decision, and, in the second, discussing the general 
principles involved. It is curious and noteworthy that this 
attempt to establish a new tribunal was made without notice, 
that the Court was opened without proclamation, that no 
publication was made of its rules of procedure, that no Court 
of Appeal even was indicated, and that the British Minister 
only became aware of its existence by reading an account of 
the first casc, that which we have so fully discussed in our 
local issue. We bclieve that the originator of the scheme, one 
of the deeply read legal authorities of our British Consulate, 
imagined that he was creating a court similar to the Mixed Court 
at Shanghai. He entirely forgot how widely different are our 
relations with the Japanese and Chinese. The Chinese have been 
thoroughly beaten and thoroughly cowed, the will of the Foreign 
Minister is supreme at Peking, and the consular official who sits 
with the Chincse Judge in the Shanghai Mixed Court ‘is really 
that judge’s colleague, and a colleague whose lightest word 
considerably affects that judge’s decision. The Chinese judge 
dare not give an iniquitous sentence in his presence. Here, 
the case is widely different. The Japanese judge has no objec- 
tion to have an English Consular officer to act a3 interpreter 
for him, but he gives his countrymen pretty clearly to uuder- 
stand, by his demeanour, that such Consular officer is in no 
sense his colleague, and in no way ivfluences his judgment. 
Whether such a position is one consonant. with the dignity of 
Her Majesty’s service is a question which we leave Sir Harry 
Parkes to decide—to us profane vulgar it is a bitter sight to 
see any Englisliman a servant to the heathen in such mean 
capacity. 

The Japan Ilerald says :—‘‘ Amongst our more recent and 
most important concessions from the Government is the estab- 
lishment of a Japanese Court for the hearing of complaints of 
foreigners against Japanese. The first case tried resulted in a 
decision which has anything but satisfied the former. Our 
contemporary has dealt very freely with the case, and his 
articles have led to the two letters upon the subject which 
appeared in our ‘ daily’ issue and are republished herein. We 
are very decidedly of opinion that in spite of the transparent 
absurdity of this first decision, according to Eurupean views, 

‘the Court will bo essentially useful, 7. if the judges are un- 
corrupt, as we hope to find that they are.” 

H.M.S. Basilisk is shortly to leave for Hakodadi. HE. Sir 
Harry Parkes proposes to go up in her; and Mr. and Mrs. 
Eusden will also avail themselves of the opportunity. 

Our Municipality, so hardly struggled for, so difficult to ob- 
tain, and so really useful since it came into existence—is under 
acloud. A meeting of land-renters was called on Monday last 
at three P.M. when the following resolution was proposed to 
the meeting :— ; 

Resolved that,— 


Ist. It being evident that withexisting receipts only the Municipal Council 
cannot meet their necessary yearly expenditure, and having no means of 
levying rates for municipal purposes, it is proposed that they resign office ; 
and the land-renters memorialise the different foreign Ministers, requesting 
them to call upon the Japanese Government to taks upon themselves all 
the duties of the municipality, proper guarantee being given that the 
Japanese Government will effectually drain the settlement, carry out all 
measures necessary for sanitary purposes, maintain an efficient European 
police, and further that they shall establish a Government office specially 
appropriated to municipal affairs, at the head of which shall be a European 


Surveyor of Roads, &c., &., to whom all complaints about roads, drains, 
&c., can be referred. 


Two amendments were moved ; viz., first :— 


That the Municipal Council continue to act in its present form; but as 

the amount granted by the Japanese Government, of 20 per cent. on the 
age rents, is totally out of proportion with the expenditure necessary 
or the proper conducting of the Settlement, a memorial be addressed to 
the several forcign Ministers, requesting them to obtain from the Japanese 
Government a grant more in accordance with the amount necessary to 
carry out the work they have pledged themselves to—say three-fifths of 
the entire ground rents paid by foreigners. 


The second amendment proposed was to the effect that a 
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request should be made to the Government to give to foreigner s 
all neccessary municipal powers, including, of course, that of 
taxation. 

The original proposition was carried. 

The fine Dutch-built frigate Aat-ywomar was handed over 
to the Japanese Government on the 22nd inst., and now dis- 
plays the morning sun flag at the peak. 


NAGASAKI, 

Per Cadiz, from Nagasaki, with dates to 2ad July, we learn 
that Adsmiral Keppel, in the Salamis, had left for Yokohama, 
The harbour was full of steamers under Japanese flags, sold or 
waiting to be sold to native Daimios. 


Under date 27th, a passenger by the Kvangsoo writes from 
Nagasaki, per Feeloong, as follows :— 


“The Aiangsoo sustained her reputation as a fast boat on the 
run across. It was 20 minutes past five, you remember, when 
we left Pootung Point, by seven we were abreast the Hellespont 
wreck (junk), and at 8.25:sent pilot Brandt, in the ship’s 
boat, to the light-sbip. It was 9.30 before the boat was back 
and hoisted up, and then we started with a bound. The 
weather was fine next day till nearly sundown, when it began 
to snuffle from the southward and eastward with a heavy swell, 
and we anticipated a dirty night; so I induced Captain Gregory, 
who has not been in these regions before, to keep a course to 
the southward of the Asses’ Kars. These we had in sight on 
the port bow at 2.30 a.m., on Monday—or, less the hour lost 
in dropping the pilot,—a run of 32 hours ; say, from sight of 
light-ship to Asses’ Ears, 29 hours. About 1! we reached Na- 
gasaki harbour, and landed the London mail bags of 10th of 
May—their 45th day out—a feat which took the Nagasaki-ites 
by surprise. They had not looked for said mail for a week at 
least 

“The Cad:: arrives as I write, and the Feeloony’s mail closes 
presently. H.M.S. Salamis arrived on Wednesday, and (on dit) 
gocs to Yokohama to-morrow. Admiral Keppel’s flag is here 
on the Pelorus. Boos are 327 to$100. Three years ago the 
exchange was 227 only ; a difference as wide as having three 
half-crowns in one’s pocket instead of two.” 

The Nepaul, late P. and O. Company’s, was bought by an 
English house here for £20,000 ($100,000), and then, it is 
said, sold to the agents of a Daimio for nearly the double of it. 

‘The following is an account of the storm noticed in a tele- 
gram. On the night of the 14th it rained in torrents and 
caused a great deal of damage and loss of life ; about twenty 
Japanese are reported drowned or’ killed by the falling houses. 
The two large wooden bridges in the town that lead to Desima 
have been completely washed away, and a great deal of damage 
hes been done both in the native and English settlements by the 
great quantities of water which have been pouring down from 
the hills. Many of the godowns have been flooded and much 
cargo damaged. On the 18th the weather was still very bad ; 
a heavy gale blowing from S.W. accompanied with violent rains, 
It was one of the severest storms that we have had at Nagasaka 
for some time. Four or five stone bridges were carried away, 
houses flooded and destroyed, and a large quantity of rice 
damngeed. One poor woman was found floating towards the 
Pelorus, but Jack had compassion on her, and soon restored 
her to her native element, for which kind act he got the 
thanks of the Governor. | 

The case of Kniffler and Co. versus J. Elliot, the master and 
owner of the ship /tifle, has been decided in the Provincial 
Court. The plaintiffs claimed $750 for the contents of two 
cases of merchandise shipped in London, and found on delivery 
in Nagasaki to contain nothing but rubbish. 4, The finding of 
the Court was as follows :— 

This is a claim brought by the plaintiffs for the value of the contenu 
of two cases—M.W. A. 245 and 250, merchandise, shipped in good order 
and condition in London on board the Rifle, but found on arriving at 
Nagasaki to be filled with rubbish. 

On the 17 November last clean bills of lading were signed by the cap- 
tain for M.W.A. 244'58—ten cases merchandise, and on the 18th Dea 
he noted a protest beforea notary public in London against a certain rob- 
bery which had been committed in the West India Docks, during the 
supposed lading of the vessel, and which was brought to his notice by the 
detectives of police, but there was no evidence to prove any connection 
between the alleged robbery and the cases specified in the above men- 
tioned bill of lading. 

Further, the Court was unable to accept the conflicting evidence f 
the defendant's witness, Captain Robertson, as tothe two cases being fa 
the like good order and cc nd.tion on delivery as when shipped. 

The Court is therefore of opinion that the defendant: bad failed to es- 
tablish the fact exonerating himself and the owners of the vessel from 


their liability under the said bill of lading, and finds for the plaintiff for 
the amount claimed with ccst:.

CHINA. 
TIENTSIN. 

On the night of the 18th June a heavy rain set in which, 
however, ceased on the succeeding day, and since then the 
weather has been fair, with no signs of rain. That which fell 
on the night of the 18th June was soon dried up. The north 
of China is still suffering much from drought, and all hopes of 
saving the crops are atan end. It is said that it is diffi- 
cult for camels even to travel over Mongolia to Russia, owing 
to the absence of grass and frequently of water on this route. 
The state of the water routes and the crops have caused the 
Shanse inland traders for some weeks past to deciine buying 
manufactures and other imports at Tientsin ; and we fear that 
very little business will be done by them during the rest of this 
year, as the mass of the inhabitants of the north of China will 
not be in a position to buy clothes, requiring all their money 
to buy food, which will be very dear. 
ww The market for imports is quite nominal. 

In consequence of large numbers of southern, chiefly 
Shanghai and Ningpo, junks having come to this port with rice, 
the river has been very crowded, and the navigation for 
steamers and foreign sailing vessels extremely difficult. Num- 
bers of collisions have occurred, the junks in the generality of 
cases suffering much damage, and being frequently sunk. 
Complaints have of course been made to the Consuls represent- 
ing the flags of the colliding vessels, and collision cases are at 
present the order of the day at the consulates. 

CHEFOO. 

A correspondent, under date 1st July, thus writes :—“ For 
the last week or ten days this community has been in a great 
state of excitement, daily anticipating an attack of the Nienfei 
rebels, who had crossed the grand canal and surrounded the 
city of Tsi-nan-foo. A volunteer corps was at once formed 
among the foreigners, and drilled at the British Consulate, but 
the martial ardour will soon cool down as the rebels are now in 
full retreat, having been worsted by the Imperialists. A detach- 
ment of drilled troops have left Tientsin and are marching on 
the rebels at Che-chin-foo, so for the present the alarm is over, 
the natives are settling down to their trade again, and in a few 
days it is hoped that business will be resumed as if this rebel 
incursion had never happened.” 


NEWCHWANG. 

The prospects of the harvest in the immediate neighbour- 
hood of Newchwang are very poor; the drought having been 
of exceptional severity, and the fields presenting a most parched 
appearance. The millet, in some cases, is hardly above the 
ground. Happily the evil is not of large extent, as, a few 
miles passed over, the aridity is replaced by fresh and thick 
crops. The present season, in one respect, compares most 
favourably with preceding ones. Not a single vessel has, as 
yet, been lost. This fortunate improvement is, of course, to a 
great extent attributable to the presence of the buoy, and the 
light ship. A harbour master has been appointed, and the 
new pilot regulations will soon be inaugurated. The demand 
for manufactures continues, and trade is generally prosperous. 
The country is tranquil and quite free from rebels or banditti, 


HANKOW, 

Heavy and incessant rain fell at Hankow on the 25th June, 
and the force of the stream increased so rapidly that, about 11 
P.éM., several tea junks carried away their anchors and were 
washed with great violence against the bows of the Rona, sus- 
taining serious damage. About midnight ten or twelve others 
which were anchored ahead of the steamer broke adrift, and 
came down with such violence athwart her that seme were 
literally cut in two. Several lives were lost, and the destruction 
of tea chests was enormous ; a good many, which were floating 
about in the eddies between the wrecks and the sides of the 
Rona, were saved by the sailors and stowed on board 
neighbouring junks. The tea, however, must of course have 
been badly damaged. 

The Hankow Times says that Sir Rutherford Alcock, K.C.B., 
H.B.M.’s Minister Plenipotentiary, &., &c., arrived with his 
Buite at this port in H.M.S. Argus. He took up his quarters 
at the British Consulate, where the local authorities waited on 
him ; but we did not hear that any business of importance was 

L An attempt was made on Wednesday afternoon to 
Conveve a meeting to consider the expediency of addressing him 
® memorial on the subject of the commercial requirements of 
the port ; but the matter cannot have weighed very heavily on 
the minds of those concerned, for no one responded to the call, 
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and we are informed that the Minister expressed himself as 
ratucr relieved at having at last met with a community who 
were fortunate enough to have no wants. The Minister is also 
represented to have been highly gratificd with the general 
appearance of the place, and to have been particularly struck 
with the busy aspect of the Bund and by-strects, so contrary to 
what he had been led 'to expect He would probably have 
formed a different opinion had he chanced to visit us at a dull 
season of the year.

Private letters state that, in addition to the failures already 
reported, several more are likely to follow. The rumours about 
a bank in difficulties refer to the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Bank’s procecding against Dent and Co. 

The Customs Return of trade for May is remarkable for the 
great falling off shown in the import of almost of every descrip- 
tion of soft goods. Only 10,900 pieces of grey shirtings were 
received, against 166,040 last year; white shirtings have 
similarly declined from 38,189 to 9,389, and dyed from 15,850 
to 4,420. T-Cloths, 3,000 against 8,000; Drills, 2,000 against 
5,000; Chintzes, 1,000 against 7,0C0. Handkerchicfs, 92 
dozen against 12,000 dozen. Camlets, 3,700 against 8,900. 
Spanish Stripes. 1,200 against 4,200. Lustres, only, show an 
increase from 7,791 to 13,846. Theimport of coals during the 
corresponding months has been very nearly identical—about 
7,500 tons ; sugar also figures at 94,000 piculs brown, and 
61,800 white against 98,000 and 52,000 in 1866. Raw cotton 
has fallen from 4,776 to 949 piculs, 

If we may judge from the following prices obtained at the 
sale of a well-known racing stud, a few days ago, people are be- 
ginning to get tired of paying the enormous prices ponies used 
to command. The Tientsin crack, Sanus Peur, realised only 
300 taels ; The Squire, 210 taels ; Ozone, who was bought two 
years ago for 1,000taels, went for 40 do; Lottery, 95 taels ; 
Curio, 120 taels ; some Griffins realised 110, 90, 70, and 45 
taéls respectively. 

The American portion of the community celebrated their 
annual festival on the 4th of July. The declaration of inde- 
pendence was read at the U.S. Consulate in the morning ; 
some boat-races took place during the day, and several large 
dinners were given in the evening. 

Voluminous correspondence has passed between the Chamber 
of Commerce and the foreign Consuls regarding the establish- 
ment of a river police. The constant robberies that occur of 
merchandise passing between ship aud shore have long 
rendered this protection eminently necessary. Every descrip- 
tion of theft, from bags of nails to bales of silk, has been per- 
petrated with impunity, the pawn-shops affording thieves a 
ready means of disposing o¢ their booty. 

The steamer Island Queen has been sold by auction for thesum 
of 10,000 taels. Some dispute having arisen, however, she was 
to be again offered to public competion at the upset price of 
10,000 taels on the 10th July. 

Some official changes have taken place at the British Consu- 
late, Mr. Vice-Consul Markham having left for Chinkiany, and 
Mr. Interpreter Alabaster for Chefoo, to which ports they have 
been respectively appointed in temporary charge by the British 
Minister. Mr. Interpreter Forrest has relieved Mr. Alabaster 
as acting Vice-Consul at Shanghai and as British Consular As- 
sessor in the Mixed Court. The title of ‘Co-Judgo,” except 
in Consular notifications, appears to have exploded with its ori- 
ginator. ; 

Mr. John Lloyd is to appear in Hankow for examination on 
the lst July. Messrs. Handy and Crawford have received their 
discharge. Mr. C. Treasure Jones, lately of the Consular Ser- 
vice, having been declared bankrupt, is to appear before the 
Court on the 15th July, 

In the Supreme Court, before Mr. Mowat, acting law secre- 
tary, Mr. Reuben (late of Messrs. Moses and Co.’s) was, at the 
instance of Mr, Cowasjee Pallangee and Co., charged with utter- 
ing a forged order for fifty chests of opium, knowing it to be 
forged. It seems that this order on the Ariel, in favour of 
Chinaman named Hutsing, was handed to the French bank by 
Mr. Reuben, in order to obtain an advance upon it of 18,000 
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taels, but when the manager applied to the commander of the 
Ariel to transfer the opium to his name the forgery was at 
once discovered. Mr. Reuben stated in his defence that he 
did it as a matter of business for a Chinaman named Hutsing, 
and had no knowledge of the order being anything but correct. 
He pointed out the Chinaman from whom he received it, who, 
however, on examination denied all knowledge of the transac- 
tion, and stated his name to be Lechow, and that he had never 
seen the prisoner before. The prisoner was committed for 
trial, but, after consulting with the chief judge, Mr. Mowat 
agreed to accept two sureties of $500 each for his appearance. 

The new tower which is being built on the French Municipal 
Hall! is creating an unexpected panic among the Chinese, It 
interferes with the free progress of the Feng-shui, who are 
stopped by it in their flight and diverted to the right and 
left over neighbourhoods which would otherwise have escaped 
them. 

The native owner of some peas and beancake imported from 
Newchwang in the Mzaca, has failed to obtain a purchaser for 
his goods. It would seem, therefore, that the combination 
against the importation in foreign bottoms has not yet been 
broken up. 

A serious accident occurred at the recent sale of Mr, Major's 
effects, at Ningpo. The verandah gave way in the middle of 
the proceedings, and several of the gentlemen on it at the time 
were seriously injured, amongst others H.M.’s Consul and the 
Commissioner of Customs, 

A meeting of shareholders of the Shanghai Wharf Company 
was held on the 26th June, to consider the position of the 
company. As it appeared that the Commercial Bank was 
pressing for payment of the loan of 22,000 taels due to it, it 
was proposed by Mr. Robinson, seconded by Mr. Winchester, 
and carried— | 

‘‘ That the directors and agent be and are hereby authorised and 
directed forthwith to sell by public auction, without reserve, the property 
-and premises of the Shanghai Wharf Company, and to take the necessary 


steps to discharge the claims against the company, and that this meeting 
be adjourned until the 2nd of August next.” 


_ Mr. Edmund Warden, who has been for many years the agent 
of the P. and O. Company, was adjudicated a bankrupt on the 
25th June. Mr. Thomas Sutherland has assumed the charge 
of the company’s affairs. Messrs. Mackellan and Co., of Han- 
kow, and Messrs. Townend and Co., also of Hankow, have been 
declared bankrupts. In the bankruptcy case of Rebhoff, Vale, 
and Co., Mr. Julius Bernard is appointed administrator of the 
estate from the lst July. Mr. Robert Meadows, of Ningpo, 
was to come up for his last examination at Ningpo on the 1] 0th 
July. Mr. J. W. Malcolm had received his discharge. 

In the Supreme Court and Consular Gazette we find the fol- 
lowing letter addressed to the agent of the P. and O. Company 
relating to the systematic plundering from bales of silk during 
the shipment on board the steamers :— 


S1r,— We the undersigned residents at this port and shippers of cargo 
by the ships of the company which you represent, beg to draw your atten- 
tion to the fact that the constantly recurring complaints from Europe 
about the plunder of raw silk render it imperative on us to adopt some 
measures for our protection. 

We believe you incline to the opinion that many of these robberies 
take place on board the lighters and cargo boats which convey our silk to 
your steamers. Supposing such opinion to be correct, we conceive that 
an effective river police force would be the best and speediest check to the 
continuance of a system so ruinous to shippers, and have petitioned 
through the proper quarter for the immediate establishment of such a 
force. 

We have also arrrived at the conclusion that you will materially assist us 
in the detection of plunder if you will adopt the system of weighing each 
bale of silk as it arrives on board your steamers, and recording such weight 
on the mate’s receipt. 

We have determined to stamp each bale of silk as it leaves our hongs 
with the gross weight in pounds in legible characters ; and in the event of 
such weight not tallying with the weight of the bale, as shown on board 
the steamer, it would be excessively easy to detain the men of the cargo 
co where such discrepancy occurred until the matter could be investi- 

ated. 

: We are aware that in the event of 2,000 bales being shipped per mail 
steamer on the morning of her departure, it would be next to impossible to 
weigh each bale on its arrival on board, and are of opinion that the neces- 
sity for weighing each bale shipped at such time is not so imperative as 
when silk is shipped one or two days prior to the steamer’s departure ; for 
if the system of silk plunder is carried on at all in cargo boats, there is no 
coubt that the chances of plunder are very much greater in the latter case 
than in the former. 

‘The following is the official notification of Consular changes

A brutal attack was recently made upon Captain Winchester, 
of the Coral Nymph. He had summoned one of his sailors to 
the British Consulate for breach of duty, and the sailor hap- 
pened to be the first at the office. When the captain was 
coming up the steps he flew at bim, knocked him down, and 
jumped on his body, from which the unfortunate man appears 
to have sustained a slight concussion of the brain, and his ribs 
and loins were so severely injured that the greateat care will 
have to be taken of him for some days. The man was arrested, 
and is now in prison awaiting his trial. 

The following paragraph relating to the Corea, which appears 
in the Shanghat Recorder, is of interest, as showing that the 
natives are becoming more exclusive even than they have been 
hitherto :—“ We are informed that the Coreans, who formerly 
purchased a large quantity of European goods from Chinese 
merchants, have recently prohibited the import of such cargo, 
and in consequence several Chinese junks have returned with 
their cargo to ports in the Liautung Province. The Coreaa 
Officials threatened death to any contravening the regulations 
prohibiting this trade. . 

A special meeting of the North China Branch of the Royal 
Asiatic Society was held on the 26th June at the court room 
of the Supreme Court, Dr. Winchester, President of the So- 
ciety, taking the chair. After the usual routine business, the 
corresponding secretary read an interesting paper by Mr. Elias, 
Junior, F.R.G.S., ertitled “ A few notes on the old bed of the 
Yellow River, and the water supply of the Grand Canal.” The 
writer, who had recen.!v paid a visit in company with Mr. 
Charles Hay to the locality ~here the Grand Canal crossed the 
former bed of the Yellow River, gave a concise statement of 
the observations he had made accompanied by a chart of the 
locality. 

On the conclusion of the paper Dr. Macgowan made some 
remarks on what had been read. He was glad that a gentle- 
man able to take scientific observations had at last visited the 
river; he himself had some eleven years previously been the 
first to draw attention to the change in the Yellow River spoken 
of in the paper. - 

After a few words in explanation by Mr. Elias, Dr. Winchesf 
ter congratulated him on his interesting paper, the subject o 
which was one that could not readily be exhausted, and any 
attempt to elucidate which must result in throwing much light 
on the science of geology and internal history. He hoped that 
now the attention of the merchants would be directed to the 
Yellow River, and thought that if it were possible to oper mines 
at Hangchow-foo, the navigation of the river would tend much 
to the development of the resources of the North of China. 
After a few remarks from Mr. Kingsmill, Dr. Winchester stated 
that a considerable portion of the other paper intended to be 
read at the meeting having been published in the Hong Kong 
journals it would not be read that evening ; but he called upon 
Mr. Kingsmill to explain the valuable specimens of the minerals 
of Shantung which had been presented by the Rev. Mr. Wil- 
liamon, and after a short conversation, the winter session of the 
society was closed.

FOOOHOW. 

The following on the subject of the purchase of new teas 1s 
from the Recorder :— 

We have just been cognisant of a piece of information which 
few know of, no doubt, and which still fewer, we dare say, will 
believe when we tell it. The teas which we have been buying 
at 28 taels this year the native merchants purchased at 6 and 
7 taels in the interior ; and our very crack chops, which we have 
been ready to give 38 and 40 taels for, have been secured to 
the vendors at 10 taels. In fact no teas have been bought up 
country this season at a price above 10 taels, and the bulk of 
them have been settled to 6 and 7 taels. We were told, and 
of course we believe it, that the tea market in the interior had 
opened at 23 to 24 taels, but it turns out that this was all a 
piece of palming off on the part of the Chinese, and that no 
such prices were realised. 

We are naturally asked for our authority. In answer to 
this we reply that our authority is something better than the 
words of compradores or tea brokers, who of course would be 
the last men in the world to let the secret out of the bag, and 
who, we have no doubt, will swear point blank that we are 
wrong, nay most false in our information and all that. Still, 
we do not regard what compradores or brokers or any of their 
galls will say ; indeed we accept their stout denials as only 
compliments paid to the truth, for we go to their own market 
report, which they keep a dead secret, and we find the figures 
we have quoted there. Our authority then is the native market 
report, and surely the figures of a market report, which the 
Chinese preserve most carefully from foreign eye, which is got 
up expressly for themselves and with the proviso that no 
foreigner lays hands on it, is far more reliable than any amount 
of words they trip on the tongue with the express design of 
keeping us in the dark. 

We shall say no more on this subject at present, but we 
leave it to the reflection of our readers first, whether the 
Chinese tea report is safor information than men who are all 
banded in a trade union in order to cheat and blind us? and 
second, whether if only 6 to 10 taels have been paid for teas 
this year, foreigners have not been well let in? Last year the 
same tea report to which we have referred showed that 28 to 
-30 taels were paid for the second season’s teas, which realised 
here only 20 to 22 taels, but this year buyers have profited by 
their last year’s losses to such an extent as to almost quadruple 
their capital in two months or less, a turning of evil to good 
account the like of which we have seldom heard. 

AMOY. 

On June 26th an address was presented to Sir R. Alcock 
at Amoy by the British community resident there against 
the Mandarin squeezes. The reply of Sir Rutherford was 
‘most satisfactory. He has pledged himself to do all in his 
.power to put down the Leekim taxes, and he has already taken 
measures for stopping the embargo on the Formosa rice trade. 
We further understand that from what Sir Rutherford said 
it appears that the tonnage dues are to be set aside to meet 
the expense of lighthouses, buoys, and harbour police. B= 

HONG KONG. 

The P. and O. mail of the 26th May arrived out on the 
ard July, being 37 days from London. Telegrams reached to 
the 14th June. Dates are now down to the 12th July. 

The community have been highly interested in a quarrel 
between the judge and Mr. Pollard, the latter gentleman being 
fined $200 for contempt of court and suspended from practice 
till the fine was paid. 

The intelligence respecting the Mint is that employment 
continues, and about $300,000 had been turned out in the 
month, and that the same quantity of bullion had been sent in 
for coining. This at 2 {per cent. seigniorage and a propor- 
tion of small coin would pay the current monthly expense. 
Still the Governor is opposed to its being kept open, and waits 
orders from home to shut it up. These orders, however, have 
not been sent out. 

An advertisement has appeared of an intended meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce to consider whether any aud what 
Tepresentations be made to Sir R. Alcock respecting the re- 
vision of the Treaty. We are well aware of the recently intro- 
duced rule which obtains respecting deliberations of the 
Chamber, by which their results only are communicated to 
the public through the medium of the local journals. But 
in this instance we venture to thiok that the Chamber 
would be acting! wisely by admitting the representatives of 
the preas to be present, duying so important a discussion. As 
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the views held by members are likely to influence in no smal 
degree the course of action which those concerned in the re- 
vision will pursue, the meeting assumes a political importance 
which ordinary deliberations of the Chamber do not possess ; 
and those who speak will come prepared to put forth their 
views, less in the conversational manner usual at such meetings, 
than in a way befitting the importance of the occasion. We 
have fully upheld the right usually exercised to consider meet- 
ings of the Chamber in the light of private conferences on sub- 
jects interesting more immediately to the actual members than 
the public at large; but in the present case not only Hong 
Kong, but China and England, will attach importance to the 
opinions put forth, and we may fairly hope that in view of the 
importance of the occasion our suggestion will be accepted. 

The China Mail says :—“If it be true, as alleged by the 
London and China Express, that the East India Telegraphic 
Company has commenced sending out materials for the pro- 
posed telegraph between Hong Kong and Shanghai, it seems 
somewhat remarkable that people in China should hear so little 
of the progress which it may be assumed has already been 
made.” | 

A fine living specimen of the fish called the sea-horse is at 
present to be seen at the Hong Kong Dispensary. It was 
caught by Mr. J. de Souza, over at Kowloong, and is a most 
beautiful and graceful little animal, of about six inches long; 
its colour is dark green and very light yellowish green, mixed 
and streaked together. The head and neck have a striking re- 
semblance to the horse, and as the fish courses gracefully 
round the trough in which it is placed, you can fancy it to be a 
blood racer. As its propeiling power does not depend upon 
the action of fins, the ease of its motion, with head erect, is all 
the more remarkable. 

The S.S. Hayo Maro, George Carnes commander, bound 
from London to Japan, arrived here on June 28. This vessel 
is perhaps better known as the Confederate man-of-war Talia- 
hassee, which vessel did such damage off New York during the 
war. She hassince received a thorough refit with special re- 
ference to the Chinatrade. On her trial trip in London she 
attained a speed of 15 knots, and has run the distance between 
Folkestone and Calais (21 nautical miles) in seventy minutes 
being at the rate of eighteen miles per hour. Her armament 
consists of four twenty-pounder rifled Blakely guns, and Ler 
small arms are also on new principles, both revolvers and rifles. 
She left Cardiff on the 21st March and has called in 
at Madeira, Saint Vincent, Cape of Good Hope, and 
Singapore, at each of which places she remained some 
time, and she has besides performed the whole voy- 
age either under sail alone or with only one boiler. While 
off St. Paul’s, in the Indian Ocean, she experienced a very 
severe hurricane, which lasted 24 hours, and in which she re- 
ceived some damege to boats, &c., but in which she proved 
herself a most excellent sea boat. Off Java Heads she spoke 
the Sir W. Wallace from Cardiff, and in the Straits of Sunda 
the ship Fortune, both for Shanghai with coals. H.M.’s Satellite 
arrived at Singapore on the 18th June, with the Governor on 
board, and H.M.’s Urgent was to sail on the 20th for Mauritius, 
&c. Crossed the line April 24 ; left Table Bay May 5. The 
Hayo Maro was 2 days at Madeira, 3 at St. Vincent, 7 at the 
Cape, 14 at Singapore, and 2 at Anjer ; total 28. She was at 
sea 70 days. 

The progress made towards the completion of the new hotel 
leads us to believe that Hong Kong will before long possess en- 
larged facilities for those who desire either temporary or perma- 
nent accommodation. Whatever may be the advantages 
presented to those who are [visiting or passing through the 
colony, it must be, we think, conceded that the chiof support of 
the institution will arise from the profits to be derived from the 
residence of those who would be but too glad to avail them- 
selves of it as a permanet nresidence. Placed in a central 
position, and within easy reach of the club, the chief mercantile 
houses, and the Government offices, it will present many advan- 
tages. We trust that the tariff for such boarders will come 
under discussion at the next meeting. 

The report laid before a half-yearly meeting of shareholders 
in the Hong Kong, Canton, and Macao Steamboat Company 
(Limited), held on the 8th July, states that the company’s 
fleet consists of the same vessels as before—the Ain-Shan, 
Kiu-Kiang, Fire Dart, White Cloud, and Poyang. The report, 
after stating in general terms that the half-year shows highly 
satisfactory results, goes on :— 

“ The result of the working of the traffic for the past six months is most 
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satisfactory, and affords ample proof of the remunerative character of the 
shareholders’ investment. The accounts are now laid before you, but the 
board contines itself to stating that after paying all commissions, running 
expenses, salaries, premia of insurance, interest on loans, and outgoings 
of every description up to the 80th June, there remains a sum of 
$97,372 29 in the hands of the company.” 

“Ot this the board propose to appropriate $20,000 to the reserve 
fund, and assuming that’ you will agree with them that the best invest- 
ment of that fund will be the reduction of the loan upon the ‘company’s 
epare boats, they have reduced the account of the loan ,to $180,000, and 
propose paying off another $10,000, so as to leave it at the sum of 
$170,000, which will be considerably reduced by the next six month's 
earnings, even if not entirely cleared off by the sale of a boat. 

“‘ These appropriations will leave the sum of $67,372.29, out of which 
the directors reccmmend the payment of a dividend to shareholders of 
$7.50 per share, being at the rate of 20 per centum per annum on the 

aid-up capital of the company, which will absorb $56,250, and the 
ance, $11,122.29, will be carried forward to the next half-year’s 
account.” 

At the meeting the following gentlemen wero elected direc- 
tors :—Messrs. J. B, Endicott, E. Pettit, R. Deacon, Quok 
Acheong, J. S. Lapraik, G. F. Heard, E. A. Hitchcock, the 
Viscount de Cercal, and Mr. E, Cunningham.

In BANKRUPTCY. 
(Before Chief-Justice SMALE.) 

At! the opening of the court the Chief-Justice said that the final 
discharges of °Mr. C.F. Stilland Mr. George Maclean, of the firm of 
Lyall, Still & Co., bankrupts, had been signed and were now ready. 

Re DENT AnD Co, 

This was a motion on behalf of the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank- 
ing Corporation to set aside or vary an order of court made in a petition 
in bankruptcy of one Gomez, for an adjudication of Messra. Dent & Co., 
bankrupts. 

The Attorney-General said that he appeared on behalf of the Hong 
Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation, to move in regard to an order 
of court made relative toa petition for the adjudging of Messrs. Dent and 
Co., bankrupts, and to pray that such order might be set aside. 
= Mr. Pollard, instructed by Mr. Gaskel, appeared for Mr. Gomez, the 
oe creditor, and Mr. Whyte appeared on bebalf of Messrs. Dent 
an ; 

Mr. Pollard wished to take a preliminary objection, and as it would 
more properly come at this time he would ask leave to take it now. 

The Attorney-General thought a preliminary objection was not in order. 
There had been no previous notice given of such objection, and how could 
he come prepared for it? His learned friend was always taking prelimi- 
mary objections as a matter of practice, but he would challenge him to 
show a cace in the books were they were in order without previous notice. 

The Chief Justice had never in his experience seen it required that notice 
should be given of a preliminary objection. They were always taken as now, 
and he thought in this case it would be much more convenient that he should 
hear the objection first. If it was desired that ha should give a decision 
in this matter he must have time to consider all the important points that 
had been raised, but if the parties could agree to any form of order that 
would protect the rights of the applicant he would make such order with- 
out at length going into all the reasons and law of his opinion. Such a 
form was drawn up by both counsel, and the Chief Justice then said that 
having regard to all that had been advanced by both sides, he felt that he 
could not rescind the order, and he was also of opinion that it 
could not be raised for the present, but he thought that for 
the protection of the applicants he could make the order proposed. 
(This gave the applicants the right to seize leasehold in execution of 
their judgment, but without prejudice to the petitioner or the bankrupt 
estate, should such be adjudicated.) He thought be might also add that 
he took it as a very important ingredient that the bank corporation were 
pot judgment creditors at the time the petition was made, and further that 
under the ordinance collusion in bankruptcy was not illegal. In the 
matter of costs there would be no costs, but if the bankruptcy should 
proceed and be adjudicated he would then order that Gomez be paid out 
of the first assets realized of the estate.

Sugar.—The supplies of current on the market have been small, and 
dealers have established an advance of 12} cents. per picul, 12,000 piculs 
having been placed at $2 per picul. Superior current is quoted nomi- 
nally at $4-37} per picul, no transactions being reported. Un- 
of Taal have taken place at $2-43$ to $2-50 


per picul. A limited quantity of Visayas has changed hands 
at $2-56} per picul. Hemp: The demand is unabated at $8-25 
per picul, but there have been no transactions on the 


during the fortnight owing to the absence of supplies. The receipts 
for June amount to 26,706 piculs, making the total to 30th June 227,316 
piculs, against 222,810 piculs last year, and 196,397 piculs in 1865. 

Cordage: There is fair demand for 1 to 5 inch at $12-50 per picul, and 
contracts for emaller sizes have been entered into at $16 per picul. 
Coffee: No important transactions are reported, but Indian jis quoted at 
$14-25 per picul, and Zamboanga at $10 to $11 per picul. Rice: Sales 
of Pangasinan Current have taken place to some extent at $2-158 per 
cavan, Zambales is worth $2-40$ per cavan. M. O. P. Shells: No arri- 
vals: recent sales have been at $35 per picul, but there is now less 
demand. Hides and Hide Cuttings: Some enquiry for shipment to 
America at $11-50 per picul. Indigo : Without transactions, but stocks 
are held of the article. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, 
SINGAPORE. 


The London mail of the 10th June arrived out on the 1Ith 
July, and the French mail of the 19th June on the 18th July. 
Telegraphic dates extended to the 6th July. 

The third Criminal Session of the year opened on the 7th 
July, for the first time, under the judgeship of Sir William 
Hackett, the Acting Chief-Justice. The calendar was a heavy 
one, but has been disposed of by this time. There were two 
indictments for murder, but a discharge in one case and a com- 
mittal for manslaughter in the other were returned. The 
Legislative Council holds its next meeting on the 23rd July.. 
The weather has been hot and oppressive, but with occasional 
rains. 





PENANG. 

Dates from this port are to the 23rd July. The Penang 
Gazette has the following items relative to the disturbances 
among the native population, which have since, according to @ 
telegram appearing in another column, culminated in serious 
riots :—“ A petty warfare is at present going on between the 
members of the powerful societies of the Toh-Peh Kong and 
the Ghi-Hin. The animosity which prevails among the mem- 
bers of these societies is so strong that guns and cannons are 
freely used, and mounted men of both parties traverse the 
country. A wholesale slaughter has been committed, the most 
reliable information placing the number of men killed at four 
hundred, while some increase it to a thousand. The distur- 
bance is at present confined to the interior and country districts, 
but apprehensions are felt for the safety of the town, and we 
understand that the Rajah has written to the Siamese Consul 
at this port to procure assistance from our Government. The 
quarrel seems to have originated at the tin mines, between the 
Toh-Peh Kong and the members of another society ramed the 
Ho-Seng respecting the right to some water which both required 
for washing their tin; the Ho-Seng society, consisting of mem- 
bers who had seceeded from the Ghi-Hin, the parent society, 
was requested by the Rajah to procure a settlement of the dis- 
pute, which they endeavoured to do, but only succeeded in 
drawing the resentment of the Toh-Peh Kongs upon them. The 
schooner brought a large number of Chinese passengers who 
have fled to Penang for safety, of whom forty are women. 

It is feared by a large section of the community, as wel 
Europeans as Chinese, that the disturbances at Junk-ceylon 
may affect Penang and awake the animosities of the rival Toh- 
Peh Kong and Ghi-Hin societies here. The town is at present 
quiet, but a general feeling of distrust prevails among the 
native population in town. All parties appear to be appre- 
hensive of a,fresh outbreak, and the slightest provocation will not 
only cause an immediate repetition of the disgraceful rows 
which we have lately witnessed, but also the loss of much Fife 
and property. We notice all the cloth shopkeepers in Chuliah- 
street are taking measures to strengthen their shop fronts. All 
the streets which were before alive with people till ten and 
eleven o'clock at night are now deserted towards evening, and 
the people who used to walk about the town on moonlight 
nights such aswe have at present, prefer trusting to their houses. 
Lower Reach-street and Ujong Passir do indeed form an excep- 
tion, but it must be remembered that these quarters are the 
stronghold of the Toh-Peh Kong. 

. Since writing the above we hear that this morning at ten 
o’clock a Chinaman carrying some fruit was beset by 
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about 20to 30 Chinese at Ujong Passir, and so severely beaten 
that it is doubtful whether he will recover from it. The China- 
man is a Ghi-Hin, and is reported to have lately arrived from 
Tongkah. No further reason for the assault can be assigned. 
As usual in such cases and in the murders which have been 
lately committed, none of the parties were arrested, nor can any 
evidence be procured, although the affair took place in broad 
daylight and in the midst of a thickly populated quarter of the 
town.

COMMERCIAL REPORT.

CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 

Hone Kono.—Nos. 16 to 24 Yarn have been in request at former 
rates, for shipment coastwise, but other numbers are not much wanted, 
and have slightly declined. Piece Goods have not been dealt in largely, 
owing in a great measure to the condition of stocks. Grey Shirtings 
are nominally lower; White Shirtings, T-Cloths, and American Drills 
dearer ; and other descriptions unchanged. Woollens are very firm, but 
Spanish Stripes alone show any improvement in value. Metals generally 
are improving. The Ginseng market is lifeless, and sales could only be 
effected at very low figures. Coal: English and Australian are a little 
weaker—there is no Anthracite on offer. Flour and Wheat are again 
dearer, the additions to stock being very limited. 

SHaNGHAI.— Cotton manufactures have been in fair demand, purchases 
having been freely made on Ningpo account, and rates advanced to 
2,77 taels for 84 1b. Grey Shirtings. Tientsin quotations are less favour- 
able, and Hankow market affected by the suspension of a large house 
there. Grey Shirtings : There has been a large business done since last 
mail at gradually advancing rates. Sales from first hands amount to about 
100,000 to 120,000 pieces, leaving stocks with bona fide imports very bare. 
The highest point touched has been 2.77 taels per piece for best 8} Ibs. 
Eagle Chop, at which rate there are now not many sellers. Prices have 
been materially assisted by foreign and native speculation. T-Cloths have 
been in fair demand, ordinary to good cloth being most asked 
for. Several sales of 7 lbs. are reported at 2.15 to 2.20 taels per 
piece ; but for the few parcels good cloth in stock higher prices are asked. 
White Shirtings: The lower countshave been in moderate request at higher 
rates, 56 reed having realised taels 2.45 per piece and 60 reed taels 2.55 
to 2.60 per piece. ‘Ihe higher numbers are not wanted. Camlets: Are 
difficult to place, only the best colours being saleable, ordinary assortinents 
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may be quoted at taels 13 50 per piece. Spanish Stripes: Good colours 
are saleable at last quotation and there is some sign of a be‘ter demand. 

Long Ells: Scarlet still in less favour but good assor'meuts maintain 
their former value. Figured Orleans: Large sales are reported at a decline 
of abc ut 3 mace per piece on last prices. Metals: The market remains 
without change. The Dunmail brings about 200 tonsa of Iron. Nail 
Rods may’ be quoted at taels 2.50. Lead at taels 4.90 to 5.10. Coals: 
The cargoes per Sir W. Wallace and Fusiyama have increased stocks of 
Welsh and Sydney. The demand is less active for Australian and Japan 
cargoes, but as stocks on the market, of all descriptions, are light, rates 
continue very firm. 

YokonaMa.—We have to note a sale of rifles to the Government of as 
much as one hundred thousand dollars’ worth. In staple imports the 
activity reported last mail in Yarns and Grey Shirtings remains unaltered. 
Considerable sales of Black and Assorted Velvets have been made at a 
reduction on our last quotations. Black Lastings have come into sudden 
demand. Camlets continue heavy, but a few sales have been made, and 
other woollens are not inquired for. It is to be remarked that many of 
the reported sales have been in barter for a portion of what little Silk and 
Tea has been brought to market. The now excessively high value of the 
dollar in native coin—the quotation being 338 boos per 100 dollars—of

CHINA AND JAPAN EXPORTS. 


TEA. 

Yorouama.—The market has been almost entirely inactive. About 
“800 piculs of new tea of medium quality have come in, but holders ask 
higher prices than foreigners are inclined to give, and but 180 piculs have 
-been bought. Quotations remain 2s per our last. 

SHANGHAI.—Black Teas: There has been a little more activity dis- 
played in this market, some demand having sprung up for teas for the 

- steamer Agamemnon, and also to complete the cargoes of sailing vessels 
that have left during the fortnight. Prices, still irregular, are about on a 
par with former rates, the value of medium teas having been especially 
well maintained. There appears to be an unusual absence of fine tea, 
notwiths:anding the very large stock onshow. Flavoury Ningchows and 
Hohow Kaisows have continued to command a preference, the few re- 
sales of Hankow teas having been at ruinous rates to holders. A large 
quantity of teas bought at extravagant prices have come down from the 
river ports in foreign hands to compete with the native stock, 
-and as the second crop had begun to arrive in Hankow, we may 
"expect a still larger increase before the next mail leaves. Our 
present stock is estimated at about 70,000 chests, against 40,000 at same 
date last year. Green Teas: The market for the new Pingsueys was 
‘Opened on the 25th June by the purchase of a chop at 40 taels, the same 
‘price as that paid at the opening of the market last year, a fortnight later. 
Since then arrivals have been taken up eagerly at taels 36} to 40 for fair 
to fine chops. The Teas generally are much mixed, and we notice the 
‘same absence of strength that distingnishes the Black Teas this season. 
There is no stock held here, the Teas being shipped up from Ningpo by 
steamer as sold. One chop of old Fychow has also been settled at 34 taels, 
bringing the total fortnight’s sales up to 12,000 half-chests. The fine 
Moyunes from Chinkiany continue to be firmly held; these, with 2,000 
packages Shanghai-packed, comprise the whole of the stock. 

Kivkranc.— Reported settlements to the Ist July amounted to about 
3,200 chests, at 24 to 25 tls. per picul, but a great portion of these were 
shipments on native account, there being no general desire to buy, except 
very much below the teamen’s ideas. Green Teas were said to be very 
cheap in the country, good medium chops costing about 25 to 26 tls. laid 
down in Kiukiang. 

Hankow.—Advices to 28th June state that settlements for the previous 
fortnight had amounted to 33,000 chests, at advanced rates for medium to 
fine Oopacks, a few chops having been settled on a par with last mail's 
quotations. A few musters of second crop Oopacks had just arrived, and 
were of very indifferent quality. There were no finest teas left. The 
market closed quietly. 

Foocuow. —Congou: A large business has been transacted, medium 
andcommon grades havebeen wanted for Australia, and for these kinds'prices 
have been fully supported. Fine has in one or two instances been settled 
at slightly easier rates. The Teas of the second crop from the lower 
districts are now beginning to come forward, and appear to be of fair 
average quality. Souchong: The demand has continued for this descrip- 
tion, and taking quality into consideration, somewhat higher prices have 
been paid. Oolongs: The demand for America has not yet commenced, 
but the teamen are holding firmly. Flowery Pekoes: A few small 
parcels have been ,settled at irregular prices. Scented Teas: Unlike the 
setter ones, those now coming forward are well scented and of very good 

uality. 

2 Cinzdw Dating the fortnight a moderate business has been tran- 
sacted, principally in scented kinds, tbe chief portion of which was settled 
shortly after the departure of last mail; the market closes quietly, 
operators showing but little inclination to continue purchasing at present 
rates. Country Congous: The entire stock of old season Congou, with 
the exception of a small chop of 170 chests withdrawn from the market, 
has been cleared by two foreign houses at from 144 to 17} taels. Two 
chops new season teas have been placed on the market, and others are 
shortly expected. No bids have as yet been made for these teas. 
Country Greens: No irquiry whatever exists for the three chops on the 
market, the extreme prices demanded precluding business. Canton-made 
Teas: About 1,500 boxes Canton-district Congous have been settled at 
from 25 to 26} taels ; it is now difficult to meet with parcels possessing 
sufficient strength to induce purchases to any extent in this class 
of teas. In Scented Orange Pekoes 6,500 boxes have been settled at 
from 20 to 324 taels, and 13,500 boxes Scented Capers at 13} to 31 taels. 
Canton Gunpowders: About 2,500 boxes have been settled, as well as 
600 buxes young Hysons, the former at from 20 to 24) taels, and tie 
latter at 20j taels. 
SILK. 

YoxoHamMa.—The market has been completely cleared during the 
fortnight of all Hank sorte, the sum amounting to only about 160 piculs. 
There remain, perbaps, 100 piculs of low kind in_ stock, but the bulk o¢ 
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this is unsaleable. We are anxiously expecting supplies of the new 
crop, of which only one or two bales, much mixed with old silk, have as 
yet reached us. No estimate can, therefore, be formed of its qnality. 
All native reports concur in stating that we shall have not less than 
16,000 bales this season. 

SHANGHAI.—Immediately after the departure of the last homeward 
mail on the 24th June, settlements of Silk were briskly resumed at daily 
advancing prices, and transactions have rapidly increased until they now 
reach 2,000 bales, only a small proportion of which are chops. Prices 
show an advance of fully tls. 10 to 20 per picul for Tsatlees, tls. 5 to 10 
per picul for Karshing Taysaams, and tls. 10 to 20 per picu! for Yuenfas 
and Hainings. For Chop Silks the dealers are very firm in their demands 
for the quotations given below, though for me:\ium and common 
descriptions they appear, as the mail is closing, somewhat more 
anxious to realise, and would submit to a decline in prices. This 
desire evinced by the natives to accept lower rates is owing to the large 
Proportion of our present unsold stock being composed of these descrip~ 
tions of silk. The late heavy rains are reported to have seriously inter- 
fered with the gathering of the second crop, and the yield consequently is 
not expected to realise former estimates; yet we think it is certain that 
fully 45,000 bales of silk will be available for export for the season of 
1887 and 1868, as the first crop’s yield was so successfully collected. The 
latest advices to hand from the interior report less business transacted. 

CanTon.—The arrival of about 90 bales Tsatlers and 120 bales Loong- 
kongs has placed us well in stock. The finer descriptions were eagerl 
sought after, and a good business has been done in Tsatlees, notwithstand- 
ing the excessive rates demanded by holders. Really fine fetched as 
high as $640 to 660 per picul, good clean round thread $620 to 625, 
and the usual No. 1 $595 to 600. Prices remain firm, and 20 to 90 
bales in stock are held for rates as quoted. The produce of the third 
crop has not yet been placed on this market ; from all accounts the yield 
is said to have been a fair average one, and the silk of good colour and 
quality. {n re-reels settlements amount io 80 boxes for the fortnight ; 
the demand for this kind of silk is slack, and no buyers are to be fouad at 
present quotations. Settlements and quotations are as follows: To Eu- 
rope, 10 bales Loongkongs and 90 do. Tsatiees, equal to 100 bales; to 
America, re-reeled Cumchook 80 boxes.

SHANGHAI. 


British ship Pegasus arrived at Shanghai July 5. March 28th left New 
York. Experienced first part of the passage strong N.W. end W.N.W. 
winds up to 20 N. lat. From thence to crossing the Equator, April 18, 
light E. winds. Off the meridian of the Cape of Good Hope May 11; 
thence to St. Paul's Island; had W.N.W. gales and heavy seas, May 24, 
in 38 S. lat., 73 E. long., lost 3 boats and part of bulwark by a heavy sea 
coming on board ; sighted Java Head June 9. 13, anchored at Anjer; 
8 p.m., left Anjer; passed through the Straits of Gaspar 14, The latter 
part of the passage S. winds with squally weather. June 1, in a squall 
from the S.E., lost main top-gallant mast. July 8, made the Saddle 
Islands ; 4, received a pilot on board, making the passage in 96 days from 

ilot to pilot. Spoke the following ships in the Straits of Sunda: British 
rque Meteor, from New York to Shanghai, 90 days out; British barque 
Baracouta from Liverpool, bound to Japan, 117 days out; British barque 
Lanercost, from Liverpool to Singapore, 115 cays out; British ship 
Cambura Castle, from Glasgow to Singapore, 97 days out; British barque 
Naomi, from London to Hong Kong, 98 days out ; June 23, passed ship 
Helen Ritchie bound 8. 

Sir William Wallace, British ship, arrived at Shanghai July 4th, left 
Cardiff Feb. 18. ; experienced strong S. W. gales till 4th March; in the 
lat. of Scilly Islands very unsettled weather; had very poor trades till 
27th, when experienced westerly gales, losing part of bulwarks; arrived off 
Java Head June 1st; spoke steamer Hayamaro on 4th; called at Anjer; 
ship Scawfell passed through bound north ; passed Gaspar Straits June 9th, 
in company with ships Philomela and Dunmail ; very squally weather till 
off Pulo Sapato; June 16th passed ship Belted Will, bound to London; 
arrived at Light Ship July 2nd. 

Dunmail, British ship, arrived at Shanghai July 4th, left London 
March 9th ; discharged pilot on the 11th at the Downs, spoke the ship 
Raghabmabub in 42 N., 12 W. ; 29th, E. Flemming 28 N., 22 W., from 

Greenwich to Otago; Simoon, from Liverpool to Singapore, 40 days 
out; April 11th passed the Equator; 16th, lost one man overboard, fell 
from main top gallant yard; May 8th passed meridian of the Cape; pre- 
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alli winds from N. to W.; made the passage from pilot to pilot in 113 
ays. 


HONG HONG. 


The British ship Stuart Wortley, reports having left Cardiff on the 13th 
March, d the meridian of the Cape May 9. Very heavy weather to 
the southward, washed away a great part of the bulwarks, aud stove in the 
front of the poop, filling the cabin. On May 21 experienced a perfect 
hurricane which lasted two days in which the sea struck her stern and 
started a butt. Passed the ship Roslin Castle hoveto. Sighted Amster- 
dam May 23, after which the wind moderated. On June I, in Jat. 21.42 
S., 105.57 E. signalised the barque Lannercost from Liverpool to Singa- 
pore 106 days out. 

The British steamer Hayo-Mayo, reports having left London on the 
7th March and Cardiff on the 2ist. Experienced strong westerly winds 
with snow and hail until within one day of Madeira. Anchored ia 
Funchal March 29th, and after coaling left again on the Sist. Steamed 
to St. Vincent and arrived April 4th, Left again on the 6th after taking 
in more coal. Crossed the line April 14 in 6 west. Moderate S.E. trades 
and anchored in Table Bay April 29th. Left again May 5th, and had fine 
weather to the 21st, when she experienced a severe hurricane, which 
lasted twelve hours ; split sails, lost one lifeboat, stove in engine-room and 
saloon skylights and smashed the gig. Arrived at Anjer on June 4, and 
left again on the 5th. Singapore on the 7th, and remained there until 
the 20th. Calms and fine weather up the China Sea, but was detained 
on account of being short of coals. The voyage was performed under 
one boiler, and partly under sail alone. Off Java Head spoke the Sir 
William Wallace, and in the Straits of Sunda the Fortuna, both from 
Cardiff for Shanghai. 

The British ship Sardinia reports having left Liverpool on March 6. 
Experienced fine weather down Channel, and heav gales in the Bay of 
Biscay. Moderate N.E. trades, and crossedsthe Equator on April 16, 
in 25.19 W. steady S.E. trades, and afterwards heavy S. W. gales to the 
meridian of the Cape, which she passed on May 14, in 40 S.A succes- 
sion of heavy westerly gales in running down the easting, during which a 
portion of the bulwarks were washed away. In 41 S. and between 50 
and 60 E. experienced a cyclone, in which the barometer fell to 28.48, 
lasting twenty-four hours, and appeared to be travelling in an E.S.E. di- 
rection. During this time it blew a gale from every point in the compass, 
with a heavy cross sea. Continuous heavy weather to Amsterdam, which 
was sighted on May 28. Anchored in Anjer Roads on June 19, and ex- © 
perienced light easterly winds from Pulo Sepata to Hong Kong. Spoke 
several vessels during the passage, but none of them bound for ports in 
China or Japan. 

The British ship Naomi reports having left the Downs on March 5. 
Crossed the Equator on April 17 in 18.40 W., and the meridian of Green- 
wich on May 5, in 37.30 S. Rounded the Cape on May 18, in 39 S. 
Experienced heavy gales until past St. Paul’s, Entered Straits of Sund 
June 9. Light southerly winds and fine weather up the China Sea. 
Spoke no vessels,

A Noverty From Swatow.—A document perfectly unigue in its 
way has reached us in the shape of an address from the Chinese inhabi- 
tants of Swatow to G. W. Caine, Esq., the Consul for that place, who is 
at present in England, but returns by the next mail. We present to our 
readers the following extract:—‘' At the moment of leaving, you were 
pleased to say that your triumphal return to your noble country would not 
cause you to be absent from us for more than nine months. Having heard 
these words the people of Swatow waited patiently. for you month by 
month. Alas, at this time more than ten months have passed away, and 
no one has yet witnessed the advent of your Excellency! The eager ex- 
pectation of the merchants and people may truly be likened to the longing 
of those who ‘in time of drought watch for rain.’ With one consent, 
therefore, we join our names together, and write toentreat your Excellency 
to show indulgence to the circumstances of our case, and to address on 
our behalf a memorial to the Sovereign of your noble country, praying the 
Imperial permission to gratify the expectations of the people by returning 
at once to take up your former post at this port. 

CHINESE AND JAPANESE IN CALIFORNIA.— Both Chinese and Japanese 
immigrants are settling in California in considerable numbers, The San 
Francisco correspondent of an American journal, in a recent letter, thus 
speaks of the settlers and the differences between them :—“ There is one

Marked difference in the characters of the Japanese and the Chinese which 
is already becoming apparent to our people. The Japanese are quick to 
appreciate the advantages of foreign improvements of all kinds, and readily 
adopt our manners and customs when travelling among us. They are 
anxious to perfect themselves in all our arts, and to study our institu- 
tions in the minutest details. In this they differ from the China- 
man. The latter is ‘a law unto himself,’ and however long he may 
remain among us, he remains essentially a Chinaman. His civi- 
lisation is older than our world, if the Mosaic account of the 
creation is correct, and he is perfectly content therewith. In his 
dealings with us he conforms cheerfully to our laws; and is in this 
respect a model which our own citizens might study to advantage ; but 
he governs his family, his trade, and all his private and social affairs by 
the Jaws of Confucius and the habits and customs handed down to him 
through countiess generations of his ancestors. Every vessel coming from 
Japanese ports at this time brings a greater or less number of Japanese of 
wealth, coming to study our customs and leam all which is worth their 
learning of our laws, institutions and civilisation generally. There are 
already four Japanese students in our city college, where no Chinaman 
ever entered even as a spectator, and by the Colorado, on her last trip, came 
a number of Japanese gentlemen who propose to study the art of navigation 
and marine warfare, as taught at the Mare Island Navy-yard, under Ad- 
miral Craven. One of them is a prince, and he daily promenades Mont- 
goncry-street with two or three followers, wearing a curious sheep-shed 
shaped, three-cornered hat of glazed material, and two swords in 
his yirdle. Jlis servants have already adopted the full American 
costume, and he is making progress in that direction, having already 
got as far as the pantaloons, coat, vest, and boots, These fellows have a 
sharp eye to business, and, if they could be promised protection against 
unjust laws, and the violence which is constantly practised on the Chinese 
by the half-civilised, ignorant, and degraded portion of our population, 
native and foreign born, they would soon be here in force. They see 
thousands on thousands of acres of rich land in the low valleys of the 
Sacramento and San Joaquin lying idle and unproductive, and would buy 
it and turn it into rice and corn fields immediately, adding thereby 
millions to the taxable property of our State. As it is, some of them now 
offer to contract for 10,000 skilled labourers and artisans warranted superior 
to the Chinese for field work or workshops, ur on railroads, at less wages 
than the latter now earn, and it may be that the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company will make a contract with some of them as an experiment. The 
Chinese have worked so well on the railroad that the company would 
employ more (they now have 11,000 of them at work) if they could get 
hem, and may take Japanese instead.” 

JAPANESE EMIGHATION TO CaLirornta.—The following is from the 
California China Mail :—“ A city contemporary, in remarking upon the 
Japanese quickuess to learn, and readiness to adopt foreign arts and im- 
provements, sav6:—‘ The attention of the Japanese who have already 
visited Calitornia is attracted to the great extent and cheapness of our tule 
Janda, which their countrymen would willingly turn into rice fields. Now 
that the Government of Japan has removed the prohibition of emigration, 
we may look for the arrival of Japanese labourers, to whom California rates 
of wages appear very tempting. We understand there are parties in town 
who offer to supply ten thousand or more skilled Japanese labourers at the 
rates paid Chinamen, to whom they will guarantee them to be in every 
respect superior.” We shall be but too glad to see these labourers, and 
more like them, fairly established among us. The one crying necessity of 
our State is an industrious population; men fit to build roads, to drain 
marshes, to cultivate the soil; aboveall, the last. Of men for the manual 
labour needed in the cities we are likely to have enough; it is the agricul- 
tural population that fails us. Whether superior to the Chinese, or merely 
his equal, the Japanese is wanted here ; there is more than room for all 
that are likely tocome. ‘he remark about our tule lands is very much 
to the point; the millions of acres of such land now lying useless could be 
turned to immediate account by both Chinese and Japanese, whose systems 
of agriculture, according to Liebig, are superior to any others of which he 
has knowledge. We consider it the true policy to encourage the emigra- 
tion of these people of every class ; but we especially need the agricultural 
labourers. Many branches of our manufactures may be carried on without 
Chinese or Japanese labour, but our agricultural future absolutely depends 
upon them. As tillers of the soil they would add to our wealth in the 
surest and most solid way; and they would be almost entirely removed 
from the danger of collision with other labourers, of ‘ superior” race, but 
decidedly inferior to these Asiatics in the social virtues of quiet and 
orderly conduct. If the Government could be brought to see what 
is our true interest, we should suggest that land be offered in full possession 
to Chinese or Japanese settlers, as it is already offered to European emi- 
grants. Sucha measure would effectually knock on the head all schemes 
in any way resembling the coolie trade, and the State would gain an in- 
dustrious, energetic population, who would make the rich soil of California 
outdo everything hitherto related of its wonderful productiveness. 

THE ORIENTAL RESTAURANTS AT THE Paris EXHIBITION.—The 
Japanese have a couple of pretty-looking toy-structures in the park—the 
first a sort of summer-house, not unlike a big sandal-wood cabinet, 
erected by the Daimio Satsuma, one of the few hundred foreign princes 
who have come to Paris for a holiday ; the other a genuine Japanese tea 
pavilion, situated within a little enclocure which you have to pay five sous 
toenter. ‘There you generally encounter a party of Japanese loungers— 
members of the suite of the Shiogoon’s little brother, probably. They 
all. wear the national costume. The tea-house is built of bamboo and 
some choice white wood, and has its little counter, at which tiny cups of 
tea, with sugar-plums to sweeten it are retailed ; and also a tea-room where 
both tea and liqueurs are supplied to the guests, who, go at what hour of 
the day you will, are sure to number among them one or more Japanese 
elegants who have assumed the latest Parisian costume—cutaway coats or 
spencer jackets, painfully tight trousers, and low-crowned hats, and who, 
With their neckties, scarf-ping, and watch-chains of the Jockey Club type, 
would, were it not for their peculiar physiognomy, pass well enough for 
‘“gandins” of the Boulevards and the Bois. In an adjoining little salon 
are three young Japanese damsels with their hair turned up and twisted 
above the nape of the neck into chignons, which are ornamented with 
little crape crowns and pierced in a slanting direction with bronze pins. 
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Their tunics and tight-fitting underskirts are of flowered silk ; the loose 
sleeves of the former serving the purpose of pockets. These young ladies, 
named O-Kane, O-Sato, O-Soumi, drink tea, smoke, play at cards, and 
laugh, ogle, and prattle with the liveliest of their sex. Like the Japanese 
tea-housz, what is called the Café Chinois stands in an enclosure of its 
own—a veritable Chinese garden, stocked with real Chinese shrubs and 
flowers, tended by genuine Chinese gardeners, and entered through 
a lofty red green painted gateway where a toll of half a franc 
is exacted of you before you are permitted to pass the barrier. A 
gradually ascending pathway leads to the tea pavilion, said tobe an exact 
model of the kosque in the garden of the Emperor’s summer palace at 
Peking. The first floor of this gaily decorated pavil‘on forms the ‘ Café 
et Restaurant Chinois ;” the sole Chinese characteristics of which are, first 
of all the decorations of the apartment; next its cookery, which does not 
appear to be much in demand, for the swallows’-nest soup costs twen 

francs the portion, and the cheaper dishes ranye from two francs and a h 

to three francs the portion. The chief characteristic of the establishment 
is unquestionably its tea. It is served to you hy Parisian garcons, it is 
true; but as you are informed, “a la Chinois,” in cups without handles, 
but with lips, which you move slightly on one side when you are disposed 
to drink, so as to escape being choked by a mouthful of tea leaves; for 
Chinese tea ‘‘a la mode de 1|’Exposition” is made by pouring boili 

water upon a liltle tea put into the cup itself. Adjoining the café is a mall 
pavilion where you can purchase scented tea done up in tinfoil packets of 
a couple of young Chinese “dames de comptoir,” who we are informed. 
came from the province of Fokein. _ 

Russian TEA-HOUSES.—The tea-houses of Russia are quite as cha-- 
racteristic a feature in the manners and customs of that country as those 
of Japan. Mr. Lumley, Her Majesty's Secretary of Embassy at St 
Petersburg, states in a recent report that in the capital alone there are 697 
common tea-shops, besides the cafes and restaurants of a superior deseri 
tion, the daily consumption of tea at some of these places being from 80. 
to 100 lbs. They are the resort of the droschky drivers, carters, and 
labourers of every description ; and it is not without interest to witness the 
orderly behaviour and polite demeanour of these poor peasants. As they 
enter the long room in which the tea is served, each man greets the bar- 
keeper, and, as he pasees the sacred image, which is to be found in every 
Russian room, and before which a lamp is always burning, he reverently 
doffs his cap, and while in the room all remain uncovered. Numerous 
tables are ranged along the apartment, at each of which may be seen 
¥roups of six or eight sturdy moujiks wrapped in their sheepskin pelisses, 
which ara worn with the fleece inwards, and which, no matter what the 
heat of the room, are seldom taken off or even opened. A large teapot of 
boiling water, and a smaller one containing an allowance of tea for each 
man, are placed on the table; a plateful of small squares of black bread, a 
saucer of still smaller lumps of sugar cut like dice, one for each man, and 
a glass of corn brandy constitute the repast. Both teapots are generally 
replenished as soon as the larger is emptied, but occasionally the larger 
onc alone is refilled, and the liquid becomes tea only in name. The tea 
is drunk out of saucers, and the sugar is not put into the tea but is held ia 
he mouth; some poor fellows who are still more economical will put at 
piece of black bread in the saucer, place a lump of sugar on the bread 
pour in the tea, and after drinking two or three cups in this way, wrap the 
slightly diminished piece of sugar in paper and carry it away with them: 
Time seems to be no object to the tea-drinkers, and at a sitting wany will 
take six or eight and even more cups of tea before turning the cup dowa 
in the saucer as the sign that they have have had enough. The effect of 
the atmosphere heated by stoves to 75 or 85 deg. of Fahrenheit, in a low. 
room from which the air is carefully excluded by double windows, combined 
with these numerous cups of hot tea, on a body wrapped in a sheepskin 
pelisse, may be easily conceived. The tea-drinker, while imbibing bis 
favourite beverage, is literally taking a modified vapour bath; some mea. 
will go on steadily drinking until they have reached a condition which is 
denoted by the term ‘“ Pey do tretiavo pota,” to drink to the third degree 
or expression of transpiration, after which they will sally forth into a tem- 
perature of perhaps twenty degrees below the freezing point, and throwing 
themselves on their sledgeg, fall asleep enveloped in steam, having thus im- 
bibed, and this no doubt intentionally, a sufficient amount of caloric to | 
last them to the next halt, where a repetition of the tea-drinking takes 
place on the same scale and with the same effect. 

AMERICAN TELEGRAPH TO CuHina.—The New York , Times has the 
following, for the encouragement of American enterprise in this direction : 
—‘ The completion of the railway tunnel through the Sierra Nevada 
Range shows with what rapid strides we are clearing a pathway to the 
Pacific. These gigantic enterprises and improvements, moreover, we have 
the satisfaction of thinking are to be carried out solely with American 
capital, and will be permanently controlled by American skill. We want 
the same to be said of the great telegraphic projects which are to connect 
our west coast with Asia, and which are bound to penetrate into Asiatic 
Russia along the coast of Japan, and connecting all the great ports of that 
country, as well as China, which are now open to American trade. We 


.cannot afford to lead only in the establishment of new steam lines for the 


East. An American company has got the advance of all others in secur- 
ing a most liberal charter from the Emperor of China for running a coast 
telegraph line a distance of nearly 900 miles along what may be called the 
great marine highway uf the Empire. That work the directors of the East India 
Company in New York find themselves, we understand, in a position to 
construct at once. Their programme isthe purchase of the cable which 
was made for the Russian Telegraph Company, which is now the Property 
of the Western Union Company, and which lies on board a vessel in Van- 
ceuver’s Island port. Let us hope the directors of the Western Union 
Company will find themselves in a position to accept the offer which we 
hear has been tendered them for the Russian Cable. Whatever expedites 
the commencement of the China line insures the continuance of its control 
in American hands. British capitalists are eager to step in, provided only 
they can secure a controlling interest. The Western Union Telegraph Come 
pany are interested in preventing that, if possible. The Pacific Mail Com- 
pany are equally interested in making the China telegraph first, and prin- 
cipally and always tributary to our commerce. Let us urge upon both the 
importance of having the American Company which secured the chartes 
retain possession of it under all circumstances.” 
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Suicipk or A JaPaNESE STUDEST IN THE UNITED StatEs.— 
Ashiwara, one of the six Japanese youths who have been pursuing their 
studies at Monson, Massachussets, lately committed suicide by hanging. 
His absence from his boarding-house all night roused suspicion, and search 
was commenced by a number of the citizens. Twenty-four hours after his 
disappearance his body was found suspended from the limb of a tree ina 
retired spot about a mile east of the village, and a little distance from the 
highway. Beside him on the ground lay his hat, coat, and umbreila, and 
around his neck was tightly knotted a strip of cotton cloth which he had 
taken with him from hia house, showing that the act was one of mature and 
deliberate premeditation. His watch;was found going, and his pockets undis- 
turbed. His body was immediately removed and the remains prepared in 
the Christian order fer burial, his countrymen assisting in the sad offices. 
The cause of the act was undoubtedly extreme depression of spirits, 
resulting principally from a chronic disease which had for many months 
afflicted him, and from which there was little or no hore of relief. 
Ashiwara was about thirty years old, and left a wife at his home in Yoko- 
hama, whence he came by way of San Francisco, arriving at Monson in 
November. The deceased Japanese is spoken of by his instructors aad 
acquaintances at Monson as a man of true and unusual nobility of cha- 
racter, and industrious and faithful to his duties. He was sensitive to the 
last degree on all points of honour or personal reputation, and during his 
stay in this country had won the esteem and regard of all with whom he 
had come in contact. During the first few months of his residence at 
Monson he was often oppressed with home-sickness and earnest longing 
for his native land, but had lately seemed to overcome in a great degree 
these feelings, and appeared quite contented. 


-Mosic 1x Caina.—The Bosten Evening Post has lately contained 
ame interesting intelligence on the musical capacities of the Chinese, in 
reference to the statement of “a gentleman in Hong Kong,” who claims 
to'be the first to have instructed the Chinese in European music. An 
Episcopal clergyman, who long resided at Shanghai, upsets the claim 
without hesitation, and mentions sundry details which are sufficiently 
curious and instructive. He says that the Episcopal schools at Shanghai 
have taught European music to Chinese boys aud girls for many years with 
great success, and that Chinese organists are employed both in school and 
mission chapels. The Presbyterians at Ningpo have done the same, and 
in 1858 they published a psalm book in Chinese with 250 tunes. But 
the most remarkable success has been that of the Roman Catholic clergy. 
Mr. Styles, the Episcopal clergyman who gives the information, says he 
can vouch for the fact that elaborate mass music is sung by Chinese cho- 
tisters in the Catholic cathedral at Shanghai, accompanied by an organ 
made with bamboo pipes. Considering, inceed, the extraordinary imi- 
tative powers of the Phineas in general, it would be surprising if they were 
incapable of taking to European music. But still it is interesting to know 
the real facts, when they can be got at. Mr. Styles adds that they have a 
great fondness for anything in the shape of an opera, but condemn the 
dallet as indecorous. : , 
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The following troops have embarked at Gravesend on board the char- 
fared troop-ship Coldstream (belonging to Messrs. Teighe and Smith) 
for Singapore :—Three battalions, two brigades, consisting of four officers 
and 101 non-commissioned officers and men of the Royal Field Artillery 

Srd_ battery, 2nd brigade), five men of the Army Hospital Corps, and 

taff- Assistant-Surgeon Donovan, 10 soldiers’ wives, and 15 children. 
The officers of the above battery are Brevet-Major Talbot, and Lieu- 
‘tenants Hubback, Shippard, and Atchison. 


The Rodney, which sailed hence on the 23rd April last, arrived at 
the Cape on ihe 12th July, and left again for China on the 18th. 


The official account of the receipt and expenditure of naval prize, 
dounty, salvage, and other moneys between the Ist of April, 1866, and the 
end of March in the current year shows that the total receipts from these 
sources amounted collectively to £45,803. Of this sum £12,020 was 
derived from slave and tonnage bounty, £3,194 from salvage services ren- 
dered by Her Majesty’s ships, £3,760 from bounty for destruction of 
pirates, £1,331 from booty captured in China, £1,(61 from captures for 
dreach of blockade, and £6,082 from grants for special service in China. 
There are also sums of £973 derived from Indian prize money, of £1,002 
from booty captured in Pegu, and of £8,071 for stores captured at Kertch 
and Yenikale in 1855, as well as £5,599 derived from unclaimed prize 
money. From the detailed statement of slave and tonnage bounty given 
in the appendix, it appears that accounts as to 85 captures are still un- 
settled, one of which dates back as far as August, 1857. The sum dis- 
tributed or paid on account of the slave and tonnage bounty amounted 
to £6.87], and the balance in hand in April of the current year was 
£5,328. 

A statement just published shows that at the commencement of the spring 
-of this year the number of vessels of war employed on foreign and colonial 
service was as follows :—China station 40, of the aggregate burden of 
30,246 tons; Mediterranean station, 20, of the aggregate burden of 34,617 
tons; North America and the West Indies, 29, of the aggregate bur- 
den of 34,827 tons; south-east coast of Africa, 9, of the aggregate bur- 
‘den of 7,647 tons; the East Indies, 7, of the aggregate burden of 7,590 
tons; the Cape of Good Hope, 3, of the aggregate burden o 3,078 tons ; 
Weat Coast of Africa station, 19, of the aggregate burden of 13,179 tons ; 
the Pacific station, 14, of the aggregate burden of 19,342 tons; and 
Australian station, 6, of the aggregate burden of 6,793 tons. The China 
station absorbs a larger force than any other. 

The double screw composite gunvessel Beacon, 2, 464 tons, 120-horse 
power, intended for service in China, has been docked at Chatham, after 
receiving her masts, a number of shipwrights and other workmen being 
employed on her to bring her forward for commission. The Beacon is of 
exceedingly light draught of water, drawing only 3/t. forward and 4ft. aft. 

Her Majesty's double screw gunboat Plover, 3, 663 tons and 160-horse 
power, built at Deptford and completed for service at Woolwich, has made 
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a trial trip to test the temperature of the engine-room, which, since her 


former trip, has undergone some alterations in order to improve the ven- 
tilation and reduce the degree of heat. The average rate of speed is given 
zs 10.7 knots per hour. The temperature was quite satisfactory. She 
returned to the outer basin at Woolwich, in order to make some slight 
alterations in her screw propeller, after which another trial will be made 
again to register her rate of speed, preparatory to her being commissioned 
tor service. Staff-Commander Dillon took charge of the vessel during the 
trial, and Mr. Patridge superintended the working of the engines on behalf 
of the Admiralty officials.

MAIL COMMUNICATIONS. 


(Aug. 12th.) Mr. D. GrirFiTH gave notice that he should on an early 
day ask a question of the Chancellor of the Exchequer as to whether he 
intended to do anything during the recess with regard to the contract with 
the Peninsular and Oriental Company for the conveyance of the India 
mails. (15th.) Mr. Lartrp asked the Secretary to the ‘Treasury whether 
before coming to any decision as to accepting tenders for the conveyance 
of the East India, China, and Australian mails, Her Majesty's Government 
would afford the House an opportunity next session of giving an opinion 


‘on the subject; and if, in consequence of postponing the decision, any 


temporary arrangement might be requisite for the conveyance of the mails, 
whether Her Majesty’s Government had inade or were prepared to make 
such arrangement; also, whether the hon. gentleman knew what was the 
nature of the arrangement contemplated by the Government with the Mes- 
sagerics Imperiales with regard to the conveyance of the China mails.— 
Mr. Hunt replied, in reference to the first question put by his hon. friend, 
that no question had yet arisen with regard to the Australian mail, as no 
notice had been at present given to terminate that contract. The only 
question which arose had reference to the India and China mail. The 
position of affairs was as follows:—The present contract would, in pur- 
suance of the notize which had been given, terminate in the beginning of 
February next he believed on the 2nd of that month. In consequence 
of the contract expiring at that period of the year, the House of Commons 
would not have an opportunity of expressing an opinion on the subject 
until after the new contract had come into operation. That result, 
he believed, was not foreseen at the time the notice was given to 
the company; but even if it lad been foreseen it could not have been 
avoided, because the Government before giving notice had received a 
notice from the Peninsular and Oriental Company to the effect that they 
would give the Government notice if the Government did not give them 
notice. In consequence, however, of the expression of opinion on the part 
of many members of the louse of Commons to the effect that it was un- 
desirable that the contract should be entered into before the House had an 
opportunity of discussing the matter, Her Majesty's Government were 
anxious to ascertain whether some temporary arrangement could not be 
made. Immediately after the debate in that House cominunications were 
opened with the Peninsular and Oriental Company, who were asked 
whether they were willing to continue the service for another six months, 
notwithstanding the notice. Yesterday a communication was received 
from the company saying that they were willing to continue the service, 
but on terms which, he thought, the House would deem to be totally out 
of the question. They asked for 10s. per mile, which would amount to 
about a quarter of a million a year. he Government thought these terms 
exorbitant, and declined to accept them. He was glad to answer the quee= 
tion with refereuce the China mails and the French company, because cone 
siderable misconception had arisen at home and abroad regarding the 
Government's intention. The recommendations of the Select Coinmittee 
which sat last year were taken bv the Government as its guide in 
this respect, and Government had done nothing beyond acting on 
those recommendations. The committee thought it advisable that 
this country should avail itself of the services of the Messageries Im- 
periales in respect of the Japa; mails, and the Government, although it 
endeavoured to act on that advice, had no intention of offering the whole 
service to the French company. It was hoped that if the Messageries 
Imperiales could induce the French Government to alter the times at 
which the mails should be carried beth the French and English mails 
could be carried once a fortnight to China and Japan, instead of only 
once a month, and to secure thisend the Post-office sent forms for ten- 
ders to the F'rench company, and semi-official communications had been 
carried on with the French Government on the same point. If this could 
be managed it would put an end to the ruinous competition now going on 
between the two companies, both would have a handsome subsidy, neither 
would be treated unfairly, and the arrangement would be economical to 
the Government and tend largely to the convenience of the public. The 
Government would willingly accord the House the desired opportunity of 
giving an opinion on the subject—Mr. B. Cocurane asked whether the 
Government had considered the important question which would arise if 
the contract with the Peninsular and Oriental Company were to cease be- 
fore other arrangements were entered into.—Mr. Ayrton asked whether 
the Government had contemplated a failure in their negotiations, and the 
chance that the Peninsular and Oriental Company would take advantage 
of the circumstances by asking an exorbitant price, and whether the Go- 
vernment had thought of availing itself of the transport vessels plying be- 
tween India and Suez, for the purpose of carrying the mails. His impres- 
sion was that the arrangement he had suggested would prove the most 
economical that oould possibly be made.— Mr. Hunt would prefer answer- 
ing that question at another time.—Mr. Latrp asked whether the Go- 
vernment would lay before the House the particulars of any arrangement 
to be entered into.—Mr. Hunt said that depended on whether the Go- 
vernment was able to make a temporary arrangement. It would do 8o if 
possible, and then Parliament coujd consider it as the probable basis of all 
future contracts.—Mr. Cii1LpeEas asked whether the Government antici- 
pated making any arrangements with the French company.— Mr. Hunt 
repeated that the Government wished to have all the different schemes be- 
fore it and to consider them on their merits; in asking for tenders the 
Government bad distinctly stated that it could not be bound at present.

THE LABUAN COAL COMPANY. 


THE failure of any legitimate attempt to develop the re- 
sources of our Eastern possessions must be a matter of deep 
regret to a!l who take any genuine interest either in the exten- 
sion of trade, the spread of civilisation, or the maintenance of 
British supremacy in that quarter of the globe. No one can 
doubt the expediency of establishing a company to work the 
valuable coal mines known to exist in Labuan, the position of 
that island, midway as it were between the Straits, China, and 
Manila, rendering it peculiarly convenient as a coal depot; and 
the partial failure of this company to fulfil the anticipations of 
its promoters has therefore been viewed with regret, not only by 
those immediately concerned in the venture, but by dis- 
interested “persons also. We say partial failure, because, 
although the company is at present in process of liqui- 
dation in order to form a new company, such a fair 
prospect of future prosperity has now opened up that, 
under careful and economical management, ultimate suc- 
cess appears to be no longer a matter of doubt. It is almost 
certain, indeed, that had an able, clear-headed and energetic 
man like Mr. Prick been sent out earlier to take the manage- 
ment of the company’s affairs, the series of disasters that have 
placed the shareholders in their present unpleasant position 
might have been altogether avoided. Nor does it appear that 
the directors are in any degree responsible for these disasters, 
except so far as regards their arrangement with Mr. Sim- 
CLAIR, a Step doubtless taken in good faith, but one that 
proved most unfortunate. The report recently received 
from Mr, Price — which is so explicit, and is written in 
such a truthful and candid spirit that it carries con- 
viction in every line —shows clearly enough the lament- 
able results of the imprudence and mismanagement that 
have prevailed. There is no attempt in this report to gloss 
over the evil state of things exposed by his investigation. The 
shareholders are plainly told how their late manager expended 
the funds of the company in making fresh openings into the 
immense coal field of which the whole island is but a portion ; 
neglecting to provide enough coal from the existing openings, as 
he might easily have done, to secure a constant supply for sale 
at Singapore and other ports, where it would have realised suf- 














ficient funds to cover all expenditure, and thus avoided heavy | 


drafts on the company during the whole of the disastrous year 
of 1866. This and other particulars of mismanagement are 
set forth without any disguise, as well as the disorganised state 
of affairs that followed as a necessary result. - 

So much for the dark side of the picture ; let us now look 
at the reverse. Under Mr. Price's supervision, that which 
before was chaos is now being rapidly restored to a state of 
order and regularity. The entire force available is concentrated 
on those parts of the mine that will be immediately productive. 
Labour—the most impcrtant element of success—has of late 
been wanting ; a simple aud certain method has now been put 
in operation tu obtain an ample supply of it. The large Euro- 
pean staff, the support of which has not only been a super- 
fluous and useless expenditure, but an element of discord in 
the establishment, has been reduced to reasonable proportions 
at a saving of some £1,200 per annum. The management under 
which all these losses have occurred, is now replaced by one 
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already proved to be thoroughly efficient, Mr. Moret, the suc- 

cessor of Mr. Smvcuarr, having shown himself during a pro- 
bationary period to be not only competent, but zealous to. 
preserve the company’s interests; and, finally, Mr. Parics, after 
having examined every person in the island from whom any 

information could be extracted, arrives at the conclusion 

that there are no difficulties in the way of  ulti- 

mate success that cannot be surmounted. So far, this 

is very satisfactory, but there still remain three great de- 

siderata which we hope yet to see fulfilled. The first of these 
is regular direct communication between Labuan and Singapore, 
and this Messrs. A. L. Jonnston and Co., who have fortunately 
been chosen as the company’s new agents at the Intter port, 
consider of vital importance to enable them to supply the funds. 
needful for carrying on the works. The second is the employ- 
ment of machinery for cutting the coal, an innovation strongly 
recommended by Mr. Moret, who asserts that it would help to 
solve the labour difficulty, besides economising time and money. 
And the third is the employment of screw colliers so as to en- 
sure regular supplies of Labuan coal to those ports where a mar~ 
ket can be found for it. These must be vessels specially udapted 
for their work, a condition not fulfilled by the steamers at present. 
possessed by the company. The intended sale of these vessels 
appears to be a very proper measure, as it will relieve the share- 
holders of a considerable responsibility, while it brings in 
(doubtless at some sacrifice) a supply of the much needed ready 
money. An impartial review of the circumstances of the un- 
dertaking as we have here recapitulated them certainly justifies 
the belief that a season of prosperity is at hand, and it is an ad- 
ditional source of satisfaction to learn that Mr. Pope HENNESSY, 
the newly-appointed Governor of Labuan, has formed a favour- 
able opinion of the undertaking, and is disposed to do all in his: 
power to promote its development. 


COCHIN CHINA. 

“From this day forth there will be one authority, one ad- 
ministration, in Lower Cochin China ; the six provinces of which 
are, and will remain, FrencH.” So says Admiral DE La GRaN-. 
DIERE, in a proclamation announcing the annexation of the 
three remaining provinces of Cochin China, in which, to quote 
his own words, he has now “substituted the dominion of 
France for that of the kingdom of Annam,” and accomplished 
this operation morever, without either violence or bloodshed. 
French dignitaries are generally oracular ; Admiral DE LA GRAN- 
DIERE is prophetic also. Divested of the florid embellishments. 
peculiar to Gallic composition, this proclamation means simply, 
that the French have got a secure footing in Southerr 
Asia, and that they mean to hold it against all comers, 
and make it, in fact, the nucleus of an Indian Empire, 
destined—perhaps—to rivalour own. For the sake of the poor 
Annamites, however, we are glad to find (on the indisputable 
testimony of the Admiral’s own proclamation) that the victo- 
rious French army was led to the shores of Cochin China solely 
by considerations of philanthropy and benevolence. No sordid 
ideas of political prestige or territorial aggrandisement influ-. 
enced the chivalrous Gauls; like the knight-errants of old, they 
were actuated purely by “sympathy with misfortune,” and an 
irrepressible desire to “protect the interests’’ of the people.. 
Having partially fulfilled their errand of mercy by subduing. 
three of the six provinces (after a long period of harassing 
warfare, which however is scarcely worth mentioning, as the- 
end of course justified the means), they next proceeded, we are: 
told, to introduce “a civilisation based upon religion, justice, 
“and a respect for all rights.” (The King of ANNaM, it seems,. 
hadn’t any rights at all.) The natural result of bestowing these 
inestimable blessings on the population soon manifested itself 
in ‘‘new wants and aspirations,” springing up among the en- 
raptured natives, to satisfy which their kind protectors have 
been compelled—apparently with much modest reluctance—to. 
swallow up the remaining provinces. ‘I'hey have certainly 
made two bites at their cherry; but the second half seems 
to have been much easier of digestion than the first. 

The Admiral’s mission, he tells us in the concluding para- 
graph of his prospectus—we beg pardon, proclamation—will 
now resolve itself into developing the welfare and prosperity of 
the country, which we are glad to hear, as it must includa 
among other things the promotion of commercial industry. At 
present, trade does not seem to thrive to the extent that might 
be expected under the wing of so paternal a Government ; and 
late advices from Saigon represent the necessity fora British 
Consul there as being more pressing than ever. 
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THE PACIFIC MAIL ROUTE. 


THE new steamer China, sister ship to the Great Republic, 
is announced to leave San Francisco for Japan and China on 
the 14th October. The China is the vessel that was originally 
intended to be called the Celestial Empire, and the change of 
name is certainly to be commended on the score of brevity. 
Communication with the above vessel from England will be 
effected by the Royal mail steamer leaving Southampton on the 
2nd September. Passengers by the Pucific line wil] henceforth 
have the choice of another route from Europe to Panama 
by the vessels of the French CompaaNrze GENERALE TRANS- 
ATLANTIQUE, a company of high standing, subsidised by the 
Imperial Government. This company already has an 
efficient line of steamers running from St. Nazaire to 
Colon, and arrangements are now in progress to make these 
work in conjunction with those of the Pacific Mail Company. 
The through rates from St. Nazaire by tickets issued in London 
are to be—for first-class passengers to Yokohama £126, and to 
Shanghai and Hong Kong £136; second and third-class in 
proportion ; while goods are to be taken at a uniform rate of 
£21 per ton of 40 cubic feet. These rates of passage-money, 
it will be observed, are somewhat higher than those of the P. 
and O. Company to Shanghai, although a saving is effected as re- 
gards Yokohama. The steamer in connection with the China 
will be the Jmperatrice Eugenie, leaving St. Nazaire on the 8th 
September; and it is expected that the entire distance to 
Yokohama will thus be performed in about 54 days. 

From the’San Francisco News Letter we learn that the Colorado 
on her third voyage took an unusually valuable cargo for Yoko- 
hama, including a large quantity of firearms, and valued alto- 
gether at $272,000. For China she had a much smaller quan- 
tity valued at $38,000, including 1,000 flasks of quicksilver. 
She took also treasure to the extent of about $220,000, and 
no less than 514 passengers. The homeward steamer leaving 
Hong Kong about the middle of August and Yokohama on the 
22nd of that month, is due at San Francisco on the 13th 
September, about which date we may therefore expect to re- 
ceive telegrams through the Atlantic cable. 











THE POSTAL SERVICE. 

Mr. Larrp, in a recent debate in the House of Commons, 
succeeded in eliciting some further explanations of the pro- 
ceedings of the Government with regard to the new contracts 
for the India and China mails. It appears that as notice has 
been given to terminate the existing contracts on the 2nd of 
February next, aud the House will have no opportunity of ex- 
pressing an opinion on avy arrangements that may be concluded 
in the interval, it wus thought advisable to invite proposals 
from the P. and O. Company for a temporary continuance of 
the present service for an additional six months ; but for this the 
company demanded an increase of subsidy which the Treasury 
considered exorbitant, so that the question still remains open. 
With regard to the French company, it seems that the Treasury 
conceived an idea that if they could be induced to alter their 
dates of departure to suit ours, one English mail a month 
might be made to suffice, as the mails could then be despatched 
by an English and n French steamer each alternate fortnight. 
Mr. Hunt considered that by this means a great saving would 
be effected, while an amicable co-operation would be sub- 
stituted for the ruinous competition at present going on between 
the two companies. There seems little likelihood of this 
ingenious but somewhat Utopian theory being put into practice ; 
and in the meantime the whole question must remain in an 
unsettle«l state, until all the teuders have been received and 
deliberated upon. In the meantime we hear that Captain 
Tyler, R.E., has left London for Paris to make further inquiries 
as to the practicability of coming to an arrangement with the 
French Post-office authorities respecting the transmission of the 
Eastern mails through France and Italy to Brindisi. Captain 
Tyler will subsequently proceed to inspect the works of the 
Mont Cenis Railway, the opening of which for traffic is expected 
to take place next month. 


THE EAST INDIA TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 
™ WHILE various schemes are on foot for providing increased 
facilities for telegraphic communication between Europe and 
the Far East, the American Company formed for the purpose 
of constructing a system of local telegraphs on the coast of 
China has not been idle. Mr. Rriso, the London agent of the 
East India Telegraph Company, has received information by 
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Atlantic cable, that the company has concluded the catalina’; 
from the Western Union Telegraph Company, of some 525 
nautical miles of cable, that was originally intended to be laid 
across Behring’s Straits, but which will now be sent from San 
Francisco to China, to be laid on such portions of the coast 
between Hong Kong and Shanghai as may be considered ad- 
visable. It is expected that the ship Egmont, with this cable, 
will be ready to leave San Francisco about the end of the 
present month, and she will convey an efficient staff of engi- 
neers and electriciaus to superintend the operations. A further 
quantity of cable, sufficient to complete the intended system 
(which we have fully described in a former issue) will BBOFY 
be despatched by Mr. Rrrso from this country. 

AND CO. AND THE UNION INSURANCE 

SOCIETY. 

THE announcement of a deficiency in the funds of the Union 
Insurance Society, which appeared in our last issue, gave rise 
to the following comment in The Times’ city article on the 
15th :— 

“A raph appeared in the China Telegraph of the 13th whic 
might fad to the sites A that the Union lasusanse Society of Chise 
is seriously compromised by the failure of Dent and Co. It is positively 
stated, however, that such is not the case, the bulk of the assets of the 
society being in this country.” 

There was, however, no intention of implying that the 
capital of the society was in any way jeopardised, or even the 
premia on policies payable in London ; the deficit comprised 
local premia only, collected by the firm at Hong Kong and other 
ports. We are assured that policyholders need entertain no 
anxiety as to the safety of their risks, the London agents, 
Messrs. DENT, PaLMER, and Co., being prepared to pay all 
losses. The Union is now placed under a committee consisting 
of Messrs. Keswick (JARDINE, MatHeson, and Co.), Dunoan, 
son (Grss, Livineston, and Co.), Foster (RussexL and Co., 
NIssEN (SreMssEN and Co.), and Sassoon (Davip Sassoon-) 
Sons, and Co.). 


Str JonN Bowrrna has now received his credentials as 
Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary from the 
King of Siam to the Courts of Europe, and Mr. Caaries Ken. 
DALL has been appointed Siamese Consul in London. We 
understand that the Siamese Ambassadors who lately left. Paris 
succeeded before their departure in obtaining a settlement of 
certain questions regarding the frontiers of Siam and Cam- 
bodia. 


A Paris paper states that the Sarocoon, being childless, has 
decided, in accord with the chief Daimios, that his younger 
brother, Prince Mr-Bou-Tayou, now in Paris, shall be declared 
his legal successor. In order that this heir to the Japanese 
throne should receive an education suitable to his high position, 
the SH1oaoon has requested the Emperor Napoteon to appoint 
a governor for him, whose duty it will be to direct his studies 
during the four years which the Prince is to pass in France 
The Emperor accordingly has named Lieutenant-Colonel ViLerrg 
Aide-de-Camp to the Minister of War, to be governor to the 
Prince.

A ‘“FRanco-AMERICAN TELEGRAPH ComPaNy” has been 
formed for the purpose of laying a cable between Brest and 
New York. Of the proposed capital (£900,000, in £10 shares) 
two-thirds has already been subscribed, and it is expected that 
the remaining one-third will be taken up privately. This will 
put London in direct communication with New York, and will 
still further facilitate the transmission of messages between 
Europe and China. 


Tue Gazette announces that the Queen has been pleased to 
direct letters patent to be passed under the Great Seal, granting 
the dignity of a Knight of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland to Harry St. George Ord, Esq., Colonel in 
Her Majesty’s Army, Lieutenant-Colonel in the Corps of Royal 
Engineers, C.B., Governor and Commander-in-Chief of the 
Straits Settlements. 


NEW VESSELS FOR THE FAR EAST. 

The attention of ‘shipowners and builders continues to be directed to- 
wards China and Japan, and we have to record the departure of several 
new steamers and clippers in that direction. On the 13th instant there 
sailed from Southampton for Japan a fine screw gunboat named the Henda. 
She is a wooden vessel, built by Mr. Dudgeon, and commanded on the 
outward voyage by Captain Swainson. Her dimensions, &c., are as 
follows :—Length on the water line, 120 feet; beam, 22 feet; depth, 9 
feet; tonnage, builder’s measurement, 275; horse power, 60; rig, three- 
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masted schooner. The Borneo Company (Limited) recently despatched 
for Siam a beautiful screw steamer named the Aalahome, built by special 
order for the Siamese Government. She takes out a general cargo for 
Singapore and Bangkok, and will fit her screw at Singapore, the voyage out 
being so far performed under sail alore. A full-powered screw, of 738 
tons and 140-horse power, called the //‘ogo, is announced to sail on the 
20th proximo for Yokohama, &c., under the command of Captain Bainton; 
this vessel is intended, we believe, fur sale to the Japanese. Two additions 
have lately been made to the already large fleet of China tea-clippers. 
The Lahloo, to sail next month for Shanghai, belongs to the same firm as 
the Taeping; she is 799 tons register, and commanded by Captain J. 
Smith, late of the Jfin. The Spindri/t, whose launch we noticed in a late 
issue, belongs to the owners of the Serica, and is now loading for Shanghai. 
A new screw steamer is being built fur Holt’s line, from Liverpool, and 
will be launched some time in November. The next departure by this 
line will be the Ajax, which is expected to arrive from China with the 
mew season’s teas about the 10th proximo, and will be despatched again 
about the 15th of October. The /a:3iy steamer has sailed from Glasgow 
for Manila.

MANDARIN EXTORTIONS. 

The Produce Markets Review has the following remarks on 
the illegal exactions to which foreign merchants are subjected 
by the mandarins at Amoy and elsewhere, as detailed in a letter 
from Messrs. Boyd and Co., that appcared in a recent number 
of the London and China Telegraph :— 


The illegal exactions practised upon British merchants by the Chinese 
mandarins have frequently been commented upon in the columns of this 
journal; but a Jetter dated Amoy, May 27th, which appeared in the 
London and China Telegraph of July 27th, places these exactions in a 
much clearer light than we were able to do, from the fact of the writers 
of the letter being themselves eye-witnesses of the circumstances, besides 
being sufferers to a considerable extent from the prohibitury taxes 
levied by the Chinese officials in direct violation of the treaty 
of: Tientsin. There is no doubt that our trade with China could 
be increased to ten times its present dimensions could the Chinese 
officials be brought to look upon an extended commerce in the same light 
as Europeans ; that is, as an advantage to be obtained by all fair means 
rather than as an evil to be deprecated. Over and above the tariff duties 
and transii dues, it appears that nearly all British goods pay a considerable 
mandarin tax, amounting in some instances to as much as 40 and 60 per 
cent. on the value of the article, and in one case to 90 per cent. Chinese 
notions of trade are so different to those which are recognised amongst all 
European nations, that it would be useless to point out to them how pre- 
jadicial to their real interests such underhand extortions must always 
prove; but we can take stronger ground, by insisting on a rigid compliance 
with the provisions of the treaty of Tientsin, the twenty-eighth article 
of which was specially framed to obviate the very evils of which complaint 
is now made. “In the face of the stipulations contained in this treaty,” 
say Messrs. Boyd and Co., in the letter above alluded to, “it is an undoubted 
fact that the taxes we complain of are exacted under the very noses of our 
consuls. If we are right in our interpretation of the above article, it 
follows that a grievous wrong has been suffered by British merchants here 
for the last two years in the diminution of their business; and if we are 
wrong, the sooner the treaty is altered the better; for under it, as it now 
stands, it would be competent for any mandarin to put a stop to all trade 
in imports by simply placing prohibitory taxes upon the consumers of our 
goods. In any case, the matter is one of great importance to all who have 
vested interests in treaty ports, or are in any way interested in the China 
trade.” Until some improvement is made in this respect, even 
the comprehensive scheme said to be about to be adopted by the 
Chinese Government of throwing open all its ports to European commerce 
will realise only a partial success. ‘“‘ This measure,” says one of the French 
papers, ‘‘ cannot fail to augment the trade with China; but in order that 
it may receive all the development of which it is capable, the navigation 
and customs’ dues must be moderate, and merchants must enjoy personal 
security. We fear, however, in any case, that the trade of France with 
China will remain insignificant. Our productions cannot compare in that 
country with those of the English, and the articles we take in return are 
of little importance, with the exception of silk, which in Great Britain and 
the United States is taken in considerable quantities. Our customs’ re- 
turns show that in 1866 France received £320,000 worth of goods from 
China, and sent her £220,000 worth. This is very little compared with 
the £82,000,000 of the English.” 
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THE IMPROVEMENT OF YOKOHAMA. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Srz,— Will you excuse me if, for the credit of the land-renters of Yoko- 
hama, I trouble you with a few facts, called forth by the article in your 
issue of the 27th of July, headed ‘The Improvements of Yokohama?” 

When Yokohama was firat settled, in the latter part of 1859 and first of 
1860, there wes no system of drainage, and the few foreign compounds 
were much scattered over the ground then set apart by the Japanese Go- 
vernment as a foreign location; in fact, any one who desired to settle had 
only to signify such desire to the Customs officials, point out the lot he 
fancied, and squat down at once. 

According to the land regulations the Japanese Government undertook 
the formation, repair, and cleansing of the streets. On a further new 
concession being granted to foreigners, about the latter end of 1860, sur- 
face drains were constructed at each side of every street, measuring about 
one foot and a half wide by the same depth, the material being pine inch- 
deals for the sides, supported in their places by pegs about a yard apart, 
and having no bottom but the soil. They were thought so unserviceable 
that few if any private drains were run into them. This state of affairs 
lasted till about the commencement of 1863, when a grand system of sur- 
face drainage originated either in the brain of one of the foreign consuls or 
the Japanese land officer. About that time the residents were surprised to 
Gnd several of the streets impassable on account of large ditches being 
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dug on each side, the diggings from which were thrown intu the middle 
of the strects. On inquiry it was found that large stone-faced drains 
of two feet width and depth were being constructed without the slight- 
est regard to grading, but following the undulations of the 
streets! The community, inclusive of the then British Chargé 
d’Affairs, protested against their construction before they were half 
finished, which was met by an assertion from the consuls, on the 
part of the Japanese authorities, that they would be found to work 
admirably. Experience proved how ill-founded such assurance was. 
Said drains when finished looked very well, but besides taking about six 
feet at least off streets of no great width, they were found quite inefficient 
as drains, and most dangerous as man and horse traps, one or more men 
having been killed and injured by falling into them on dark nights, and 
several having bones broken by their horses getting into them. Ilowever, 
the community seeing a legitimate outlet for refuse water from their cook 
and bath houses, ran their private drains into the street ones, the result 
being that the bottoms of the latter were always covered with a few inches 
of stagnant filthy water, which had no chance of running off. I have no 
doubt in my own mind, and I believe most of the residents will agree with 
me, that the settlement was at that time in more danger from diseases 
arising from malaria than since, as at that time large surfaces of stagnant 
water were exposed, whereas since, as I shall hereafter explain, these sur- 
faces were reduced to about one tenth, or even less, of their original extent. 
The municipal government of the settlement at this period was handed by 
the consuls into the hands of a municipal council duly elected by the 
land-renters by ballot. The ground rent paid by foreigners to the Ja- 
panese Government on all land held inthe settlement is at the rate of about 
five hundred and twenty Mexican dollars (about £120) per acre per annum, 
out of which the foreign Ministers agreed to accept areturn of 20 per cent. 
from the Japanese Government, said funds to be employed in doinug what 
the Japanese undertook at first to do—viz., to maintain a police, and keep 
the roads and drains in order. This amount was objected to by a majority 
of the land-renters as being much too small fer the requirements, Lut they 
were politely informed that the matter bad been arranged between the 
Ministers and the Japanese Government, and that they must take what 
they could get and their self-yovernment into the bargain. At the first 
meeting of this new council, somewhere about May, 1865, two working 
committees were formed of a portion of the members—viz., a police com- 
mittee and a road and sanitary committee. Both committees got veted 
to them by the council what funds they applied for, the Road and Sanitary 
Committee only applying at first for sufficient fands to keep up a gang of 
coolies for the purpose of cleansing the settlement, i.¢., keeping the streets 
clean, and carrying off refuse water from the drains and emptying it into 
the sea, which was done regularly every day. Tenders were invited for 
the construction of an efficient underground system of drainage, but the 
amount required was far beyond the means at the disposal of 
the council, so it was decided to keep the settlement clean with 
the existing drains so far as practicable. The scavenger corps 
found great difficulty in gathering up the refuse water scattered over 
the whole extent of the large drains, so it was proposed in cvuncil and 
carried unanimously that all the street drains should be tilled up excepting 
a few feet left at the outlet of each private drain as a reservoir to collect 
the refuse waters, such reservoir to be covered over and emptied every 
day into the sea by means of coolies and covered tubs. This was done, 
and the streets assumed a respectable appearance, not being disfigured by ~ 
those eye-sores the Consu/-erian drains. |I believe it was the opiniun of most 
civilians and all medical men that the above was the best system to be 
adopted short of underground draipage. So far as I am aware, this 
system is still in operation, and if you or any of your readers interested 
in Japan matters can recommend anything better I am sure the land- 
renters of Yokohama would be glad to‘adopt it. Having tried to explain 
the present eanitary arrangements of Yokohama, I will give you an idea 
of attempts made at municipal improvements by the land-renters previous 
to the formation of the present council. About the commencement of 
1862 a few gentlemen where chosen by the land-renters as a municipal 
committee to assist the consuls in the municipal matters of the settlement 
by pointing out to them what was necessary for its welfare, such wants 
to be represented to the Japanese authorities by the Consuls. This com- 
mittee made several suggestions to the Consuls, such as ‘a proper system 
of drainage, construction of a reservoir above the settlement for the accu- 
mulation of water for flushing drains, in case of tire, &c., lighting the streets, 
and the removal of slaughter-housea out of the settlement,” but with the 
exception of the latter no benefit resulted from those suggestions. After 
a few months’ labour, and a large amount of correspondence without any 
good results, the Consuls declaring that they could not get the Japanese 
to do anything that was required, this committee called a meeting of land- 
renters anu resigned office. About the latter end of 1863, tinding that the 
Japanese were not keeping the settlement in a proper sanitary condition 
the land-renters in a full meeting requested three gentlemen to act as @ 
sanitary committee, and voted about three or four hundred dollars per 
mensem for the purpose of forming a coolie scavenger corps to keep the 
settlement in somewhat better condition than the Japanese Govern- 
ment had been doing, at the same time not waiving our claim 
on them for the proper fulfilment of their contract. These 
gentlemen did their work well and continued in office till the 
formation of the present Municipal Council, when their duties 
were assumed by the Road and Sanitary Committee of said Coun- 
cil. If by the insertion of these few statements in your next issue 
the stigma of apathy regarding their sanitary welfare is removed from the 
land-reoters of Yokohama, my end in writing them will be fully served. 
There may be some slight inaccuracies of date and detail, as 1 have no 
memoranda in this country to refer to; but the main facts are correct. I 
am pleased to see by late papers from Yokohama that the land-renters are 
reminding the Ministers of the duty of the Japanese Government. With 
them, and not the residents, rests the blame of the present state of the 
settlement, and if they had been pushed hard by our diplomatic agents to 
fulfil their contract in the land regulations as faithfully as the land-renters 
have had to fulfil theirs, there might not now have been the complaints 
there are about the sanitary condition of Yokohama.—I am, Sir, yours 
truly, M. S.

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THE P. AND O. COMPANY. 


The following article on the position in which the P. and O. 
Company is placed by tle uncertainty that exists regarding the 
mail contract question is from the Daily News. Our own opi- 
nions on the subject have been fully expressed in our late 
issue :— 

It is to be hoped that before the House of Commons is dismissed from 
its labours the position of the Peninsular and Oriental Company will be 
clearly defined. At present it must be admitted that the opinion and de- 
signs of the Government as to the overland mails are by no means 
either consistent or very intelligible. The Secretary of the Treasury, in 
the House of Commons, seems to adopt one view, while the Postmaster- 
General, in the House of Lords, adopts another. All we desire is that the 
public shall be informed which of these views is to prevail. 

To a man of ordinary understanding it is certainly very difficult to 
attach any other meaning to the speeches of the Secretary of the Treasury 
than that, when the present contract for the conveyance of the mails 
should terminate, it is probable that if the Messageries Imperiales make 
the cheapest offer the contract will be transferred to that foreign company. 
But the Duke of Montrose repudiates this idea, and declares that ‘to 
throw everything into the bands of a foreign Government would be ex- 
tremely impolitic, although (he adds) we might in the first instance do 
these duties at a cheaper rate.” The view thus stated by the Duke cer- 
tainly appeurs to be the more sensible of the two, and the grounds upon 
which this opinion rests are almost on the surface. If the only object of 
the people of this country were to get the mails conveyed to India at the 
cheapest rate, it might be unnecessary to consider the character and 
circumstances of the agency which undertook the duty. But the 
question which has excited so much attention is very different. In the 
first place, it must be observed that regularity and permanence 
are quite as essential as cheapness, and that any arrangement which 
would be liable to unexpected interruption ought to be carefully avoided. 
Now apply this test to the case of the Overland Mails. At present they 
are conveyed by a British company possessed of a splendid fleet, com- 
manded by admirable British officers, and manned by picked British sea- 
men. ‘This company has earned a character for punctuality and safety, 
and has proved of the utmost benefit to the Empire duftng the Indian 
mutiny and the Crimean war—periods of no common anxiety and danger. 
So long asthe Indian Empire subsists the connection between India and 
this country must be kept up; and if that connection were interrupted 
for many months, the doom of our Eastern Empire would be practically 
sealed. England maintains her position in India by force of arms; and 
it is a principle both of war and of common sense to take efficient means 
to keep open thelines of communication between the base and the field of 
operation. To abandon the present system of subsidising a private com- 
pany would be to abandon those advantages which experience has proved 
to attend it; to employ a foreign company exclusively would be practi- 
cally to transfer the lines of communication into hands which might some 
day prove hostile, and that without a moment’s warning. _ 

It is impossible to contemplate without a shudder the consequences 
which might result if the Government should ever neglect to maintain its 
own means of communication with the East. If war should arise, it 
might be difficult enough to keep up the communication even with a fleet so 
well appointed as that whick now exists. But if the fleet upon which this 
country relied were in the hands of a foreign Power, what would be the 
consequence? In the first place all communication would at once cease. 
A new mercantile or postal fleet would have to be organised, and this 

“would not be rendered more easy by the fact that at the same time other 
fleets would have to be equipped and manned to meet the enemy. Nor, it 
should be observed, would this result arise in one case only, If, indeed, 
the Société Impé¢riale should obtain the contract, a war between this country 
and France would directly produce the consequences to which we have 
alluded ; but the same consequences might follow if France should be at war 
with any other country, Great Britain remaining neutral. The French 
sailors might be withdrawn to other duties, or the Société might suddenly 
come to anend. These are not contingencies to which this country or the 
Indian Empire should be exposed. It is, indeed, impossible to provide with 
perfect certainty against them. But there are no better means of securing 
this result than by keeping with scrupulous anxiety the means of commu- 
nication by the Mediterranean in the hands of the British Government. 
There is only one route to India at present, and the sole question is—How 
is this route to be kept open for England? If, indeed, the route to India 
by the Mediterranean were closed, let us ask ourselves whether any other 
toute equally convenient can be found. If not, and if our communication 
with India is worth preserving, let the project of transferring the overland 
mails into the hands of the French Government be at once abandoned. At 
all events, let us hear what Ministers intend to do on the subject. 


CHINA STEAMSHIP AND LABUAN COAL COMPANY

The published reports of Mr. Morel, who in April last succeded Mr. 
Sinclair in the management of the company’s works at Labuan, and of Mr. 
J.Spencer Price, the managing director, who arrived in that island on the 
Sth of June, were placed before the shareholders. 

The CHairMAN, in descanting upon them, and referring to the question 
whether the undertaking should be carried on or not, said it was his belief 
that the company had overcome their difficulties, and that they had now a 
good prospect of success. The value of their property had very much in- 
creased, and as the labour question was in process of solution, it was to be 
hoped the enormous amount of coal at their command would be utilised. 
If it seemed proper to continue the management and to instruct the liqui- 
dators to proceed as rapidly as they could with the liquidation of the com- 
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pany, because, come what might, the company must pay their debts either 
by calls or loans, or in some other way, so as to get the Labuan 
Coal Company into operation, he thought the property would do well. 
That morning the directors had had an interview with the under secretary 
for Colonial Affairs, at which Mr. Pope Hennessy, the new governor of 
Labuan, and of whom he (the chairman) entertained the highest opinions, 
was present. The object of their visit to Mr. Adderley was to impress . 
upon him the desirability of instructing the governor not only to do his 
own duties, but in some degree to be able to report to his government on 
the progress of this company. Mr. Hennessy's views with regard to them 
were of the most liberal description, and he (the chairman) was certain 
that instead of the Government of Labuan thwarting them as had hitherto 
been the case, a new era would be established in that respect, and he was 
sure they would find in Mr. Hennessy a friend who if anything was going 
wrong with their affairs would let them know. The chairman also stated 
that there was reason to believe that the claim arising out of the collision 
between the Mona and the Agamemnon would be settled without litiga- 
tion. 

A statement of the company’s accounts was then read, and showed 
the following figures:—Paid-up capital, £328,000; vessels (estimated 
value), £44,000; Labuan property, £222,068 3s. 8d.; debts owing to 
the company, £16,159. lls. 2d.; arrears of calls on existing shares, 
£380,013. 10s. ; arrears of calls on forfeited shares, £11,453. 

Mr. MILLER moved a resolution expressing the satisfaction of the 
shareholders with the information received from Labuan, and at the 
admirable prospects of the company. 

An amendment was introduced but it found no seconder. 

Mr. M’Kenzig, the solicitor of the company, replying to the remarks 
of several shareholders, said that the company’s debts were £45,000. Of 
the £44.000—the amount of the arrears of calls—he believed fully one 
half was a good asset. He recommended a call of 30s. a share, and if 
the debts were disposed of he thought it was not at all unlikely that the 
£50,000 debentures for which they were liable would be transferred to the 
new company. 

The resolution was then put and carried, with four dissentients. 

A second resolution, requesting the liquidators to carry out the recom- 
mendations made in the reports, was also carried; as well as an addendum 
to the effect that no further call ought to be made until the ships are sold 

The proceedings thep terminated. 


Continental Lutelliqence, 
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HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RotrerpDaM, Ava. 23. 

On the 16th inst. the session of the States-General was closed in the 
usual manner by the Minister of the Home Department, and, of course, 
the papers make use of the opportunity to give a history of the past 
session. 

His Majesty has appointed Mr. G. C. C. Pels Rycken, Minister of the 
Marine Department, and Mr. J. A. van den Bosch, Minister of War, . 
Commanders of the Order of the Netherlands Lion. As soon as the new 
sitting of the States-General is opened, the last-named Minister will bring 
in a Bill to modify the law referring to the militia. According to the 
Ministerial paper, De Amsterdamsche Courant, the annual conscription is to 
be increased by 3,000 soldiers, so that the total of the budget will be 
augmented by 270,000f. The rights of the substitute (remplacer) will 
be much limited; but, on the other side, fashionable youths will become 
possessed of the right to choose in what regiment they wish to become in- 
corporated; they may live in furnished apartments, wear most exquisite 
clothes, whilst they will not receive any payment from the State. With 
regard to our National Guards, the Minister will propose that they all 
must be in active service. I need not add that the first as well as the 
last measure is highly condemned. 

Notwithstanding the necessity is urged by a great many papers that the 
Government is obliged to help most liberally those who sustained losses by 
the last earthquakes in Java, nothing has yet transpired as to whether 
the Government intends to give ear to this just pressure. As to private 
endeavours to collect some money on behalf of these unfortunate ones, 
I have only to state that a commission has been instituted in Groningen, 
and that it has made a first appeal on the Dutch generosity, but neither 
here nor at Amsterdam do we hear of any endeavours to help. I think it 
is their duty that the first assistance should be provided by these come 
mercial towns. But in general the public is not much animated, and we 
must wonder ourselves still more over this coolness, because India showed 
itself not only always most generous when Holland was vexed by any 
plague, but the welfare both of the State and of private persons is due for 
the very greatest part to India. Of course this indifference and want of 
affection must make a very bad impression in India. 

In my former I stated that some sporadic cases of cholera occurred im 
this town, but since the disease has become of a more epidemic character. 
Not only are the fatal cases increased to 16 a day, but several towns and 
villages in the neighbourhood have been attacked, so that it is feared 
that if temperature continues to be so very warm (85 to 90 Fahr.) the 
disease will spread more and more. The illness has also a very malignant 
character, so that those who are attacked die mostly within a period of 
three to five hours. From Veenhuizen (an asylum for vagabonds) we 
hear that leprosy has broken out, but that only four to five persons 
were attacked. 

The reports about the rinderpest are more favourable. Only some 
sporadic cases still occur, but it may be regarded that this plague has 
passed away. 

Some days ago a general annual meeting was held at Amsterdam by 
the Society for Common Benefit (¢ot nit van t’ Algemeen), which numbers 
now 13,816 members. At this meeting it was resolved to spend 8,500f. 
for the purpose of publishing a work, in which the India culture-system 
should be described in a most simple and useful manner A premiam of 
500f. will be proffered to the author. The volume may not exceed 160 
printed pages. A commission of seven gentlemen (specialites) is appointed 
to adjudge the premium. 
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On Tuesday last the members of the association for the benefit of the 
Javanese metat Arnhem. The chairman, Dr. W. Bosch, stated that the 
association had still more and more success, so that every day the number 
of members augmented. Resolutions were voted that henceforth meetings 
are to be held in every town and village, in order to promote the know- 
ledge about India and the necessity of Liberal Reforms. 

On Sunday last the Evangelical Alliance held its first meeting at Amster- 
dam, where deputies from England, France, Germany, Switzerland, &c., 
assembled to speak about church matters. 

His Majesty the King, the Queen, and Prince Alexander have started 
for the Royal seat, ‘‘ het Loo,” whilst the King and Queen of Sweden, who 
visited their parents, Prince and Princess Frederic, at the Hague, started 
with the last-named, via Berlin, to Muscau, the seat of his Royal High. 
ness. Ina short time the Queen will visit England. The war-steamer 
de Valk is equipped on parpose to bring her Majesty on the other side of 
the Channel. 

Amongst the number of eminent men who have visited our country 
during the past few days are M. Victor Hugo and Clam Gallas. The 
last-named resides at our beautiful watering-place, Scheveningen, where 
more strangers are assembled than ever was the case before. 

The strike of diamond-cutters at Amsterdam, which lasted about three 
weeks, has finished. 

The Minister of the Marine Department bas ordered in England severa 
men-of- war, viz:—At Birkenhead, an ironclad, de Stier; at Glasgow, an 
ironclad, de Buffel; two monitors at Birkenhead, de Panter and de Kroko- 
dil ; and one at Glasgow, de Tyger. 

According to official returns, the sum of 4,489,5238f. was spent in 1865 
for the education of the lower classes. 

Mr. van Heiden Reinesteen being appointed Royal Commissioner in the 
province of Groningen, an election for a member of the Second Chamber 
of the States-General will take place at Assen on the 16th September. 
As ‘candidates are named—Meesrs. P. P. van Bosse and Oldenhuis Gra- 
tama.

RUSSIA, GERMANY, &c. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamsura, August 23. 


All the Imperial and Royal visiting and interchange of courtesies that 
has been going on this summer has not prevented proper attention being 
paid to business,—at least in Germany, where so many things are new 
that there is more to be done than in any other European States whose 
organisation is complete. The general elections for the whole of the 
North German Confederation are fixed for the 31st inst., and the Parlia- 
ment will be opened the second week in September. In the meantime, the 
Bundesrath, or Federal Council, has already been convened, and is busily 
engaged in working up the drafts of laws to be laid before Parliament. 
Amongst these are the reconstruction of the Zollverein; the Federal 
Budget ; the incorporation of all the now separate post-offices of different 
States as one Federal establishment, with a tariff of postage common to 
all; a law for the appointment of Federal Consuls abroad, and the powers 
to be accorded to foreign Consuls in Germany; a law concerning the 
nationality of merchant vessels; a law for the uniformity of weights and 
measures; the abolition of the passport system; and a law permitting 
the right of removal of families from one State to another. The Bill 
respecting the Federal Consuls abroad is based on the principle that 
hitherto the Prussian and other German Conauls were not clothed with as 
much juridical authority as those of other Powers; nor was this possible 
to obtain, as by far the greater part are of the mercantile profession, and 
unacquainted with even the fundamental principles of international law. 
The Consular service is in future to be organised as a distinct and subor- 
dinate branch of diplomacy; and in order to obtain appointments it will 
be necessary to pass an examination in geography, history, languages, 
and, above all, in international law, and a knowledge of the commercial 
laws of different foreign countries. 

On the Ist of October next the Hamburg Contingent will be incorpo- 
rated with the German Federal army, bat very few of the officers feel in- 
duced to transfer themselves to the new service. The field officers have 
expreesed their intention of retiring altogether on the pension to which 
they are entitled, and the subalterns will give up the military profession 
and devote themselves some to commerce and others to the study of law. 

Mr. W. Pustau, and two other merchants of Altona, have just returned 
from Berlin, whither they went as a deputation of the mercantile body of | 
our neighbours at Altona, to represent to the Prussian Government the 
inconvenience and inexpediency of the new regulation by which foreign 
bills of exchange on Altona, even when made payable in Hamburg, are 
liable to a stamp duty, and to endeavour to get the order rescinded, but 
without success. Count Bismarck received them with his usual courtesy, 
and regretted that it was not the intention of the Government to make an 
exception in their favour. In consequence of this and other charges that 
have been imposed on commercial undertakings, « good many of the Altons 
merchants are taking steps to remove their establishments altogether to 
Hamburg. 

I regret to state that the postponement of the long-talked of Austrian 
expedition to the Far East is confirmed, and that it will certainly not take 
place this year. The reason assigned by the official organs is that no 
provision was made for the expense of the expedition in the estimates 
when the Budget for this year was passed by the Austrian Parlia- 
ment. I believe this to be formally correct; but where there's a will 
there’s a way. 

The annual fair at Nijni Novgorod was officially opened on the 27th ult. 
by hoisting the flag, accompanied by the usual formalities, but the real 
business has not yet commenced. It is not yet known where the tea and 
other China goods will be located this time, because the bridge opposite the 
flagstaff leading to the go-downs is not yet passable. 

A letter has been received at Berne from Herr Brennwald, the Swiss 
Consul-General in Japan, announcing that the conflict with the Prussian 
diplomatic representative on account of the piece of land granted to Dr. 
Lindau, formerly Consul-General for Switzerland, but now claimed by 
him as his personal property, has been amicably adjusted in a manner 
satisfactory for both parties, the Government of Japan having generously 
given to Switzerland another plot of ground on which to erect the buildings 
of the Consulate-general. It is stated that the Federal Government is by | 
no means pleased with the conduct of Mr. Brennwald, in consequence of 
which he bas been recalled, and will be replaced by Herr H. Sieber, of 
Zarich. ‘ 

The Prussian naval budget for 1868 is fixed at six millions of dollars. 
The administration of the navy, which has hitherto been carried on as & 
branch of the War-office under General von Roon, is to be organised as a 
separate service ; and Rear-Admiral Jackmann, who gained his flag for 
the gallantry he displayed in attacking a Danish aquadron against their 
very superior force in the Baltic during the late war, will probably be the 
new Minister for the naval department. 
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The Russian squadron lately returned from the North Pacific station, 
consisting of the screw steam frigate Svetlana, with the flag of Rear- Ad- 
miral Kern, the corvettes Askold and Variague, and the clipper Izoum- 
rood, are ordered to be paid off, and are now being dismasted at Cronstadt, 
where they will be laid up in ordinary and thatched over for the winter. 
The admiral has just been decorated with the Grand Cross of the Imperial 
Order of St. Stanislaus. On the other hand orders have been received at 
that port to fit out the steam frigate Khabri for service in China and Japan, 
and vigorous exertions are being made to get her ready for sea, so that she 
may be enabled to leave the Baltic before the frost sets in. 

A special paragraph of the North German Conf-deracy (sec. 55) pro- 
vides for the creation of a Federal flag for the mercantile navy, and says 
simply that the colours are to be * black, white, and red,” but nothing 
further is mentioned as to the proportions of each or the combination in- 
tended. As the old German flag was back, red, and yellow, in horizontal 
stripes of equal dimensions, it is assumed that this will be the arrangement 
for the new flag, and already a good many are seen here, but chiefly on 
buildings and for pleasure boats; there are, however, some vessels rash 
enough to sail under the new flag, though by the laws of nations they are 
liable to be treated as pirates for wearing a flag not yet legally in existence, 
the creation of which must be duly notified to all other maritime States, and 
formally recognised by them. Nevertheless, we learn from Antwerp that 
a few days ago a festival was celebrated by the German merchants and 
ay sae at that port in honour of the new Federal mercantile flag. 

n the other hand the war flag is decided on, and a royal decree on the 
subject has been published. It consists of a white field divided into four 
quarters by a black St. George’s cross, in the’ centre of which is a white 
medallion containing the black Prussianeagle. The upper quarter nearest 
the mast to display the Federal colours, black, white, and red, in which is 
the Prussian Iron Cross. It is further ordered that the old flag is to be 
hauled down at sunset on the 30th September, and the new flag hoisted at 
sunrise on the Ist of October. As, however, no other German State has 
any ships of war, this new flag will only be carried by vessels belonging to 
the Prussian royal navy. 

The Bundes-Rath, or Federal Council, is convened for the 15th inst., 
their functions being chiefly confined to drawing up the Bills to be pre- 
sented to the German Parliament when the sessions opens, which will pro- 
bably not be for a month or two, as the day for the general elections has 
not yet been fixed. The three members for Hamburg elected at the last 
Parliament having declined to serve again, the Liberal and free-trade 

have resolved fo put in nomination Mr. Edgar Ross, of the firm of 
Vidal, and Co.,and Mr. E. von Melle, both merchants of this city. 
The third candidate is Mr. Richter, a mechanic. 

In consequence of the introduction of the new German Merrantile Code 
of Laws ( Handelsgesetzbuch), which is now compulsory for all the States of 
the Confederation, several modifications and alterations in the conditions 
required for marine insurances have become necessary. The revision 
having been accomplished, fresh forms of policies have been printed, and 
the associated underwriters and insurance companies at Hamburg give 
public notice that on and after the Ist of January next they will only sign 
policies containing the new conditions. 

Mr. J. A. T. Meadows has been appointed Danish Consul for Tientsin 
and the a of Taku and Chefoo, by Royal Patent dated Copenhagen, 
August 

Mr. Carl H. Cramer, hitherto Consul at Singapore for the Grand Dake 
of Mecklenberg-Schwerio, has tendered his resignation, which has been 
accepted. 

Mr. R. Lindaa, merchant at Nagasaki, is appointed Prussian Vice- 
Consul at that port, Vice Kniffler resigned.

The advices from Shanghai and Hankow state the excessive 
purchases of tea and silk has produced considerable difficulty, 
and re-sales had been attempted at a great loss. The banks 
are said to be careful in their advances on bills and produce, 
but in some cases the margin is not sufficient. The old standing 
houses have held back from shipping at the excessive rates cur- 
rent. They will have their opportunity at lower rates, and 
have exchange if they will only have patience and allow the wild 
purchasers to run themselves out. 

It appears to be am accepted fact that all hopes of resuscitat- 
ing the Commercial Bank of India have been abandoned, and 
notices will be issued to the shareholders that the authority of 
the Court will be applied for on the 7th Nov. to enforce a 
call of £10. The full amount for which the shareholders are 
liable is £25 per share, and even this will not suffice to pay all 
the creditors’ claims in full. For the balance they must wait 
the realisation of assets in India and China, which may range 
over three or five years. When all is realised, however, it is 
expected that besides paying the creditors’ balances, there will 
be a surplus at least sufficient to recoup the present call on the 
shareholders. 

All persons having claims against the Bombay Royal Insur-

Cama Constituents Insurance Company, which are now in 
course of winding up, are required to present them for payment 
to Messrs. D. D. Cama and Co., of London, by the 31st of 
December. 

Messrs, Baring have issued a notification that they are autho- 
rised by the Spanish Goverument to carry out the conversion 
of the several classes of the Passive debt. If the conversion 
be made within 30 days the new bonds will carry interest from 
Ist of January last. If it be deferred till after the 24th Sep- 
tember they will carry interest only from the lst of July. On 
the 3lst of December the conversion will be closed. The 
terms offered are those that were unhesitatingly rejected at the 
recent meeting of bondholders. 

The biddings for £270,000 in bills on India were held on 
the 21st at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were 
to Calcutta, £162,300; to Madras, £7,700 ; and to Bombay, 
£100,000, The minimum price was fixed, as before, at 1s, 11d. 
on all the Presidencies. Tenders at Js. 114d. on Calcutta and 
Madras will receive about 90 per cent., and on Bombay about 
47 per cent. All tenders above that price will receive in full. 
The terms thus obtained are again about 4 per cent. higher 
than those on the previous occasion, and indicate to that extent 
an increased demand for means of remittance to the East. 

The Mexican dollars by the West India steamer have been 
disposed of at 59d. per ounce, showing a declive of ¢d. ‘The. 
demand for China has very much slackened, owing to the re 
ceipt of telegrams quoting lower exchanges, and a further large 
supply of dollars is expected to arrive at the end of the month. 

The bar silver brought by the West India packet has been 
sold at 60#d. per ounce, showing a decline of $d. per ounce from 
the price realised for that by the previous arrival.
